Somedjtngspedal in the car 
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Short Takes on Short Subjects 

IS THE FIELD OF NUMISMATICS a pleasant hobby or 
pastime, or is it an industry or major financial medium? As 
noted in this column before, I like to think that the collect- 
ing of coins, tokens, medals and paper money appeals pri- 
marily to the man or woman with an intellectual curiosity 
and appreciation of the art, history and romance of the hobby. 

Over the years, investment has been a given; that is, a 
carefully-formed collection, gathered with care and some 
knowledge and held for a number of years, generally yields 
a profit upon its sale — often a quite spectacular profit. 

Others believe that collecting is secondary. To them in- 
vestment is the name of the game, the tail that wags the 
dog. This aspect of the coin hobby, if not actually an industry, 
is certainly big business. It is not unusual to see adver- 
tisements in newspapers, financial journals and general- 
circulation magazines offering gold coins, Morgan dollars and 
all sorts of numismatic items for sale to the public. 

Because the general public is not numismatically knowledgeable, the unscrupulous have 
ample opportunity to take advantage of buyers. A good percentage of my mail during the 
past two years of my ANA presidency has dealt with what members feel is misleading adver- 
tising by various firms. I hasten to add that the majority of these fimis are not the same dealers 
one is apt to see at*' ANA conventions. 

Rather, these companies — often with high-sounding names — are engaged in mass merchan- 
dising. A recent advertisement crossing my desk offered Morgan dollars for sale but gave 
no indication of grade. Were the coins graded Good or were they Choice Uncirculated? I cer- 
tainly couldn't find out by reading the advertisement. I suppose someone cannot be accused 
of delivering the wrong grade if no grade is stated. 

This sort of thing has prompted complaints to entities other than the American Numismatic 
Association. Recently, I have had conversations with officials connected with the Justice 
Department and the Federal Trade Commission who are delving into the matter. Although 
I support consumer protection, 1 cannot help but think that legitimate collectors and dealers 
may be tarred with the same bmsh as those who place misleading ad\"ertisements in magazines 
and newspapers. 

What we do not need is more government regulation. Because these advertisements occa- 
sionally mention the American Numismatic Association, let me here request that ANA 
members offering coins for sale consider the golden rule: "Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you." This suggestion is probably like whistling in a hurricane or winking 
in the dark — it probably will have no impact at all. Nevertheless, it is something to think about. 

THE SUMMER CONVENTION IN BALTIMORE is nearly upon us. If you haven't made plans 
to attend, do so now. Although some people will spend an entire week there, the typical 
visitor probably will stay just a day or two. Check the convention schedule printed in this 
issue to determine what events are of the greatest interest to you. This is an opportune time 
to get acquainted with the ANA and its elected officials, meet dealers from all over the world, 
fraternize with fellow collectors, exchange information and, in general, gain a better apprecia- 
tion of the hobby. 

This year's banquet will feature a special tribute to Margo Russell, who for many years 
served as editor of Coin World until her retirement in February 1985. Margo is a grand lady, 
one of the most influential, personable and talented individuals ever to cross the numismatic 
threshold. I hope that you will join me, the ANA Board of Governors and other convention 
guests in recognizing her contributions. 
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Where's the Fiml 

I have been pondering a question for 
quite some time: will coin collecting ever 
become fun again? When I was a kid, not 
too long ago, I could go into a coin shop 
where the dealer did not care that I did not 
have all that much money to spend and 
still promoted the spirit of the hobby. 

I read someplace that coin shows were 
dying . . . well, no kidding. Collectors at- 
tending these shows are treated with such 
rudeness by dealers on their high horses, 
not to mention that coin grading has be- 
come somewhat ridiculous, with the 
range of Mint State grades and descrip- 
tions such as ''full split band Mercs," 
"prooflike dollars," "full head quarters" 
and "full bell line halves." I can't wait to 
see them in the near future offering "full 
beard Lincolns," or how about a 1916 
quarter with a "full nipple"? Wouldn't 
that be a treasure in somebody's invest- 
ment portfolio? 

There are dealers, however few they 
may be, that still care about the small guy. 
I honestly hope that the collector experi- 
ences a comeback, and that dealers' atti- 
tudes change so that they're not just out 
to buy a "1916-D Merc dime FSB 
MS-69/69."

Where on earth is the in- 
ducement to a collector in his early stages 
to fill out his sets of Jefferson nickels or 
Roosevelt dimes by buying two or three 
scarcer dates in merely "good" condition? 
Yet, that is the way a collector's appetite 
is whetted. 

More important, that is the way a hobby 
grows. We all know what your dealers 
say: "We can't stay in business selling 
dollar items. We need to sell single coins 
for thousands of dollars. Granted. But my 
reply is "You're neglecting investment; 
you are not building future patronage." 

For 30 years I've watched ANA mem- 
bership numbers struggle painfully to six 
figures (the total since its founding) — they 
should have reached seven figures years 
ago. If your articles and ads had ever ap- 
pealed to the small collector, that's where 
those membership numbers would be 
now. Do you mean to tell me that with 
ten times the membership, our hobby 
would not be far better off? For rich and 
for poor, for collectors and dealers alike.

Legislation to Create

The program focuses on the 
excitement of the United 
States space program to in- 
crease student interest and 
skills in math and science. 

"The Young Astronaut 
Council, chaired by colum- 
nist Jack Anderson, has re- 
ceived an overwhelming 
response to its program," 
noted Representative Frank 
Annunzio, chairman of the 
House Consumer Affairs 
and Coinage Subcommittee 
and introducer of the biU. 
"These medals wiU not 
only commemorate the 'De- 
cade of Discovery' of the 
Council, but also will help 
raise funds for its exciting 
educational endeavor." 

The legislation would 
authorize the striking of up 
to 750,000 gold, silver and 
bronze national medals for 
public sale, proceeds from 
which would help fulfill the 
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goal of offering the Young 
Astronaut Program in every 
elementary and junior high 
school in America by the 
beginning of the next school 
year. Designed to increase 
student competency in math 
and science through distri- 
bution of scientific and 
space-related materials, the 
Young Astronaut Program 
establishes curricula, ac- 
tivities, contests and awards 
in an attempt to enhance 
education in the natural 
sciences. 

Russians Say ''Nyet" 
to Standard Catalog 

Soviet numismatic author 
Igor Victorov of Chelya- 
binsk, U.S.S.R., recently 
reported that Russian cus- . 
toms officials cut out pages ^ i 
151-54, covering coinage of 
the Baltic states, from his 
mailed copy of the Standard 
Catalog of World Coins. 

The deletion suggests 
Soviet disapproval about 
Western recollections of 
once-independent Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania now 
under Communist rule, no 
doubt aggravated by the free 
world's refusal to recognize 
the Soviet absorption of the 
Baltic region, as well as the 
catalog's description of the 
"former free state of Estonia."

Spanish Galleon 
Yields Loot 

In September 1622 a 
Caribbean hurricane, spawned 
in the Leeward Islands, 
swept westward and struck 
a Spanish fleet of 23 ships 
off the coast of Key West, 
Florida, sending two gal- 
leons laden with untold 
riches to the deep. 

After a 16-year search for 
the Nuestra Senora de 
Atocha and the Santa Mar- 
garita that has produced 
only occasional finds, treas- 
u:re hunter Mel Fisher feels 
he's about to discover the 
mother lode. 

"I'm very excited," Fisher, 
62, said after a May dis- 
covery of treasure worth at 
least $2 million. "But it 
seems that every five years 
we make a good, substantial 
find. I'll know in another 
week if this is just another 
tantalizing find." 

A crew of 25 divers work- 
ing for Fisher's Treasure 
Salvors brought up 13 gold 
bars, a 7-foot gold chain and 
several silver plates, emer- 
alds and more than 500 
pi<;ces of eight. "Three of 
the large gold bars are over 
300 pounds each," said Beth 
M'^Haley, a vice president 
of Fisher's company who 
has been associated with 
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the search for 14 years. 
"They were [cast from] the 
same mold, shipped to- 
gether and lost together." 

Most encouraging was a 
5-foot section of a spar. 
McHaley said it was the 
first major piece of the 
Atocha to be identified 
from original construction 
papers, among the 50,000 
Spanish documents Fisher 
located during his research. 

Cannonballs, spikes and 
other artifacts confirmed to 
be from the three-masted 
Atocha also were dug up 
from the ocean bottom in 
40-50 feet of water approx- 
imately 40 miles west of 
Key West.

Avoiding 
technical terms, both soft- 
cover, illustrated books 
discuss minting processes, 
various issues, metals, de- 
nominations and the practi- 
cal uses for these ancient 
coins. 

After spanning the range 
of Greek coin issues, in- 
cluding colonies and the 
farthest reaches of Greek 
domination, Anthony sug- 
gests possible collection 
themes. Fox traces the 
growth of Roman coinage 
from its Greek foundations, 
a topic of particular interest 
to collectors of British 
coins.

Existence of Elusive 
Korean Coin Confirmed 

Ronald Gillio, who has 
both a professional and per- 
sonal interest in South 
Korean coinage, has dis- 
covered a 1971-dated 50- 
won coin of the type that 
celebrates "fifty-century- 
long glorious Korean his- 
tory." The type is listed in 
the 1985 Standard Catalog 
of World Coins as KM-1, 
bearing only one date, 1970. 

The 50-won piece, along 
with 100-, 200-, 250-, 500- 
and 1,000-won pieces, was 
issued in 1970 by authoriza- 
tion of the Bank of Korea 
Decree, based on Article 54 
of the Bank of Korea Act. 
The original public notice 
indicates that "the coins bear 
the actual minting year." 

Interestingly, the 50-won 
coin previously was listed 
in the 1976 Standard Cata- 
log with two dates — 1970 
and 1971 — as were the other 
five coins in the series. The 
1971-dated 50- won coin has 
since been deleted from 
later editions of the catalog 
because of a lack of physi- 
cal evidence.

Cobs are an obscure area of numis- 
matics unfamiliar to most students of 
Spanish-American coinage, a fact that 
comes as no surprise considering no two 
specimens of these hand-hammered coins 
assume an identical shape, thickness or 
visible portion of imprint. The cob coin- 
age of Nuevo Reino, however, is even 
more mysterious and elusive than that of 
the better-known Spanish colonial mints 
of Mexico, Bolivia and Peru. 

Although more has been learned about 
colonial cobs in the last 25 years than in 
the previous two centuries, researchers 
have been unable to document enough 
facts to produce a definitive reference 
about Colombian cobs. Without becom- 
ing too technical, it is the purpose of the 
present study to summarize what is 
known so far about these coins and to 
assess what has yet to be learned. 

The Land of Undiscovered Treasure 

Spanish exploration of the northern- 
most region of South America commenced 
about 1500. This territory encompassed 
not only present-day Colombia, but also 
Venezuela, Ecuador and even Panama, all 
of which were at one time part of Colom- 
bia. The Spaniards designated the region 
as El Nuevo Reino de Granada, the ''New 
Kingdom of Granada." The Indians called 
the settlement on the high plain Bacatd, 
which conquistador Gonzalo Gimenez de 
Quesada later renamed Santa Fe de 
Bogota in 1538.^ 

This was El Dorado, the land of undis- 
covered treasure, named for an Indian 
chief who, according to legend, was an- 
nointed with gold dust and surrounded by 
gold and jewels at Lake Guatavita near 


Bogota. Though El Dorado was never 
found, gold was indeed abundant in the 
area, waiting to be mined; silver was 
mined in small quantities, but only as a 
by-product of gold extraction. This fact 
may explain why all Colombian silver 
cobs are rare and why Nuevo Reino was 
the first mint in the Americas authorized 
to produce gold coins. 

The Unicfue Nuevo Reino Cobs 

Whether gold or silver, Nuevo Reino 
cobs are characterized by their cmdity, in- 
consistency of design, and cut. All cobs 
are crude, but, in general, the workman- 
ship of Colombian cobs of nearly all 
periods is inferior to that of Mexico, Pern 
and Bolivia. The blundered strike is typi- 
cal; legends are seldom visible, dates are 
rare finds, and devices are poorly etched. 
Lines that should be straight are crooked, 
especially on the gold pieces; tressures 
(heraldic borders) are unsymmetrical; 
elements of the shields are out of propor- 
tion,- castles look like stylized Indian gods; 
and lions take on the appearance of 
monkeys balanced on their posteriors. 

Nuevo Reino, like other Spanish-Amer- 
ican mints, emphasized the shield-type 
obverse on its early silver cobs, changing 
later to the "pillars-and-waves" design, 
but the variations are astonishing. (All 
Nuevo Reino gold cobs, like all silver and 
gold Mexican cobs, are of the shield type.) 
For example, the arms of Naples and 
Sicily^ should be located to the ri^t of the 
lions and castles, but just as likely can be 
found to the left, a position somewhat 
akin to displaying the U.S. flag on a wall 
with the 50 stars in the upper-right cor- 
ner instead of the left. Other elements of

the shield also are sometimes juxtaposed 
or omitted, such as the vertical lines of 
Aragon's coat-of-arms or the pomegranate 
(symbolic of Granada), the latter often 
located at the bottom of the shield rather 
than in the center. 

Henry Christensen may have been the 
first to point out the gradual disappear- 
ance of the Aragon arms, making Nuevo 
Reino cobs unique in this respect.^ Also, 
the quadrants featuring the two lions and 
two castles are reversed on Colombian 
cobs with great frequency, a phenomenon 
not exclusive to the Bogota mint but 
nevertheless seldom encountered. In 
short, the ways in which the shield is 
depicted on Colombian cobs reveal that 
the Nuevo Reino mint employed a num- 
ber of independent thinkers. 

Colombian silver cobs of the pillars- 
and-waves design display oddities, too. 
One cannot be sure where to look for the 
date or denomination. The Nuevo Reino 
mintmark, NR, varies in monogram as 
well as location, while the variant SF 
mintmark (for Santa Fe) can appear as FS. 
Assayers' initials tend to be multiple 
rather than single; however, when single 
initials are used, they are sometimes 
mingled with the mintmark, such as 
NER, or the mintmark itself may be back- 
wards, as in RNE. The pillars are usually 
fat and crude, and the legend PLUS ULTRA 
can be found in any kind of nine-letter 
jumble between, above or around the 
pillars. The lions and castles on silver 
cobs of larger denominations occasionally 
are well executed, as evidenced by the 8 
reales with N/E/R. 

Cob authorities and collectors of expe- 
rience have identified a typical Bogota 


"cut," which is representative of most 
periods but difficult to define. The angles 
are uncharacteristic of the products of 
other mints; even when a Bogota coin 
tends to roundness, its cuts often are 
abrupt and do not flow into one another. 
Especially on later gold of smaller denom- 
inations, the cuts tend to incline at 
45-degree angles, perhaps because Nuevo 
Reino planchets usually were thick rather 
than broad (the v/eight remained the same 
in either case). Their Mexican and Peru- 
vian counterparts (Bolivia produced no 
gold cobs) display a more-or-less perpen- 
dicular cut. 

Mints and Mintmarks 

As early as 1559, efforts were made to 
set up a mint in Nuevo Reino de Granada, 
but for one reason or another, permission 
was not granted by the Spanish crown un- 
til 1620. At the time, colonial mints were 
considered to be private enterprises and 
were granted licenses to manufacture 
money by the King of Spain. Mint of- 
fices — like those of mintmaster or as- 
sayer — could be purchased, transferred or 
leased; the bidding for these posts was in- 
tentionally comjDetitive, almost like the 
sale of a seat on the New York Stock Ex- 
change in our time. The mintmaster 
owned the mint for life, or until he sold 
his lease or was removed from office for 
malfeasance. Sometimes the mint's owner 
lived in Spain and never even saw his 
operation. Not until about 1762 did the 
Spanish treasury actually begin to take 
control of the colonial mints. 

As dictated by Spanish tradition, the 
chief assayer's initial(s) was engraved on 
a die and stmck on the coin as part of its 
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The date on this 1730 2 escudos is presented 
in three digits (. 730.).

design, supposedly to guarantee accuracy 
of weight and purity of gold or silver con- 
tent. The initi^(s) usually represented the 
first letter of the assayer's given name or 
either of his surnames.^ Records were 
kept of the assayers' names and the dates 
of their tenure. Although many are inac- 
curate or lost, these records are most 
important today in identifying the approx- 
imate date of an undated cob. 

Through the study of such documents 
and a royal decree dated April 1620, it is 
known that Spain's King Philip 111 
authorized Captain Alonso Turrillo de 
Yebra to establish a private mint in the 
region of Nuevo Reino de Granada.^ Tur- 
rillo was tom between locating his mint 
in Santa Fe de Bogota or in the port of 
Cartagena — either way, his precious cargo 
had to be transported on the Magdalena 
River, through mountains and jungles, at 
the mercy of bandits between the high- 
land mining center and the coastal point 


of embarkation for Spain. 

Ultimately, he managed to start mint- 
ing operations in both locations. The Car- 
tagena facility, the smaller of the two, was ^ 

characterized by sporadic and ephemeral , 

production, and probably operated until ^ 

the mid- 1600s. However, it is a mystery 
as to which operation was established first 
and when, and whether Cartagena pro- j 

duced any cobs other than known non- I 

silver and non-gold coins. ' 

A partial answer came in late 1978, ; 

when divers located wreckage of the i 

Spanish treasure ship Concepcion, sunk i 

in a storm in 1641 off the northern coast 
of what is now the Dominican Republic. 
Heading for Spain from Havana with the | 

rest of the fleet, the Concepcion bore the 
usual Oriental and New World treasures | 

transshipped from other colonial ports, in- 
cluding Cartagena. 

Her cargo was predominately silver, 
mainly silver cobs from Mexico and ,

Bolivia; however, one small group of cobs 
bore NR or RN mintmarks, mostly with 
assayer's initials P or A. In this cache of 
Colombian silver cobs were several that 
featured the rare assayer's initial E, a few 
of which had NR mintmarks while others 
displayed C mintmarks. 

The C can stand for only the Cartagena 
mint. Apparently assayer E, while in Tur- 
rillo's employ, moved from one mint to 
another. In the early days of numismatic 
analysis, cobs bearing C mintmarks were 
attributed to the mints of Cuenca or la 
Coruna in Spain, ^ even though their mint- 
marks and coinage style were entirely dif- 
ferent from those of Colombian mints. 

Other evidence supporting the Carta- 
gena theory — too lengthy and complex to 
summarize here— can be found in Henry 
Christensen's Auction Catalog of Treas- 
ures from the Concepcion (May 14, 
1982),^ in which a handful of Cartagena 
cobs was offered for the first time. 

The Mysterious Assayers 

Colombian silver cobs probably were 
produced at least into the 1720s, with gold 
cobs struck until the mid- 1750s. The list 
of assayers presented in Table 2 has been 
compiled from various sources, as well as 
from personal experience. The dates rep- 
resent the assayers' tenures of office as 
recorded by Barriga Villalba.® Despite the 
fact that Barriga had access to all the of- 
ficial documents in Bogota, his dates some- 
times conflict with assayer-date combina- 
tions on the coins. He lists other assayers 
(omitted here) whose names do not seem 
to correspond with any initials found on 
coins. Various dates of tenure also differ 


in J. Pellicer i Bm's Glosario de maestros 
de ceca y ensayadores.^ On the other 
hand, one whole run of 2 escudos of the 
early 1700s features neither mintmarks 
nor assayers! 

The Challenge of Dating 
Colombian Cobs 

Dates on larger denomination Nuevo 
Reino cobs of the pillars-and-waves type 
are frequently visible because of their lo- 
cation near the pillars rather than in the 
haphazardly-truncated legend near the 
edge. On both traditionally-monogram- 
ed Vi reales and the shield types, dates 
are rarely found, especially on smaller 
denominations. ^ ^ 

Despite what various sources contend, 
almost any date or denomination is pos- 
sible, from 1622 well into the 1720s or 
beyond. The commonest dates appear 
to be around the mid- 1600s. No catalog 
provides a complete listing of dates, prob- 
ably because it has not been within any 
author's experience to see or document 
more than about 70 dates. However, an 
important hoard of silver cobs was found 
in Colombia by Clyde Hubbard, a well- 
known authority on Latin- American nu- 
mismatics, and later analyzed by NeSmith 
in 1958.12 

At this point it should be reemphasized 
that Philip Ill's aforementioned decree of 
April 1620, which called for the establish- 
ment of a mint in Nuevo Reino, author- 
ized the minting of gold coins as well as 
silver. The Bolivian mint never produced 
gold cobs, and the Mexican and Peruvian 
mints were not permitted to issue them 
until the late 1600s, after Colombian gold 
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On the left is a 2 escudos featuring the mysteri- 
ous date 071; holding the coin to a mirror does 
not make the date any easier to understand. 
The 2 escudos on the right is clearly dated 1714.

cobs had circulated for many decades. 

Philip III died in 1621, succeeded by 
Philip IV (designated on coinage as Philip 
nil), whose long reign lasted until his 
death in 1665. A 1622 2 escudos, ap- 
parently the first gold coin of Colombia 
and the Americas, is illustrated in the 
1985 edition of Monedas espaholas desde 
Juana y Carlos a Isabel II: 1504 a 1868 
by Ferran Calico, Xavier Calico and Joa- 
quin Trigo.i^ Bearing the SF mintmark 
but no assayer, the coin was not listed 


or illustrated previously in earlier edi- 
tions of this prestigious reference (nor in 
any other book), thus accounting for the 
note under the illustration: '"Only 
specimen known and for the first time 
pictured. The King's numeral [III] quite 
clear." 

By its design and technical workman- 
ship, this great rarity is obviously of 
higher quality than all subsequent Co- 
lombian gold cobs. Perhaps the dies were 
made in Spain (where it was not known

who was to be the assayer in Bogota) and 
transported to the New World during the 
lifetime of Philip III, whose numeral the 
coin bears. This would explain why the 
coin — the only Nuevo Reino cob issued 
prior to Philip IV — is listed in Calico's 
book under Philip III. 

Although the months of delay between 
the cutting of the dies in Spain and their 
slow transportation across the Atlantic 
and inland to Bogota is understandable, 
how can a 1622 date be reconciled with 
a coin bearing the numeral of Philip III, 
who died in 1621? Perhaps news of the 
king's death had not reached Bogota by 
the time the pieces were minted. How- 
ever, if they had the expertise to reengrave 
a date, why couldn't they also add an as- 
sayer? Maybe the date was not reengraved 
but merely representative of Spain's fore- 
sight as to when the dies would arrive in 
the New World (a theory that seems far- 
fetched). Calico offers no explanation. 

Just last year, another specimen of this 
rare 2 escudos came to light. A compari- 
son between the Calico specimen and the 
second piece suggests both were struck 
from the same dies,- however, the latter 
is inconclusive as to the king's numeral 
and lacks all but a tiny, raised portion of 
the final digit of the date. The final 2 in 
the date on the Calico specimen also is 
raised higher than the first 2. This obser- 
vation, coupled with the fact that the 
pieces were likely struck from the same 
dies, is evidence that the coins share the 
same date. 

The Calico piece gives no evidence of 
a reengraved final digit, neither on visual 
inspection nor by mention of the authors. 


Once again, if the present coin had been 
struck in Bogota with a reengraved final 
numeral after the year 1622, is it not 
likely that the people at the mint also 
would have added an assayer's initial? 
Whatever the answer, these two coins 
must represent the earliest gold coins of 
the Americas. Whether stmck in Spain or 
Colombia, the coins possibly were presen- 
tation pieces — two of a very limited few — 
and not intended for circulation. 

Also known is a 1630 2 escudos (C 
mintmark, assayer E) that is too cmde to 
have been produced in Spain, yet Calico 
shows a 1630 with clear C/E listed under 
Cuenca, Spain, and has no listing for Car- 
tagena gold. Despite Christensen's analy- 
sis and auction of Cartagena cobs in 1982, 
various prominent numismatists still 
seem unconvinced that a mint was ever 
established in Cartagena. 

In the possession of Henry Taylor, a 
treasure salvor who lives in the Florida 
Keys, is a document from the General Ar- 
chives of the Indies in Seville, Spain, writ- 
ten in Old Spanish. Dated August 31, 
1630, the document outlines in detail the 
plans for a mint building to be located in 
Cartagena on Calle de la Cmz, suggesting 
that the Bogota mint was established (in 
1622, of course) before the Cartagena 
mint, rather than vice versa, as most who 
accept the existence of the Cartagena 
mint believe. But, who knows whether 
the document refers to the original es- 
tablishment of the Cartagena mint or to 
a new Cartagena facility replacing an 
old one? 

Less puzzling is an almost entire run of 
Nuevo Reino 2 escudos dated between 
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A 2 escudos, c. 1 700, bears a huge shield on an 
equally large planchet. Note that the shield 
shows no vertical lines of Aragon.

1627 and 1663. Many 2 escudos of this 
style and its variants were represented in 
the so-called Mesuno hoard/^ found in 
1936 near the Colombian town of Honda 
on the banks of the Magdalena River. 
Most of the hoard was comprised of 
2-escudo pieces bearing the NR mintmark 
and assayer's initial A. No other Colom- 
bian gold denominations appear to have 
been minted during the reign of Philip IV 
(1621-65). The original decree of Philip III 
authorized coins in denominations of 1 
and 2 escudos, although I have not seen 
any 1 -escudo pieces from this period. 

Moving on to the reign of Charles II 
(1665-1700), I am aware of no 8- or 4- 
escudo pieces, only a few undated 1 -escudo 
coins and a handful of 2 escudos dated be- 
tween 1671 and 1699. Though unrecorded 
in any book, the 1695 and 1699 issues do 
exist, as evidenced by the 1699 2 escudos 
pictured here. 

It seems that 4 and 8 escudos were first 
minted in small numbers in the 1740s 
during the second reign of Philip V 
(1724-46) and during the reign of Ferdi- 
nand VI (1746-59) until 1756, probably the 
final year of Nuevo Reino cob coinage. 
However, the 2 escudos produced during 
the first reign of Philip V (1700-24) are 
another story. 

These 2 escudos are now the common- 
est Colombian gold cobs, although before 
the salvage of a 1715 Spanish fleet sunk 
off the east coast of Florida (which began 
in the early 1960s and continues even 
now) they were extremely rare.^^ 

It might be wise to pause for a moment 
to discuss the chronology of royal succes- 
sion, which can be particularly confusing 
for those who are unacquainted with Span- 


ish history. Charles II was king of Spain 
from 1665 to 1700, and Philip V reigned 
from 1700 to 1724, the year in which he 
abdicated in favor of his 16-year-old son 
Luis. Luis I died later that same year, 
whereupon Philip reoccupied the throne 
from 1724 until his death in 1746, hence 
the period known as his second reign. 

In a perplexing series of events, Philip 
V, a Bourbon, was sponsored by the French 
and opposed by the English, Dutch and 
Austrians, who in 1701 formed an alliance 
to replace Philip V with the Archduke of 
Austria, who is known to history as the 
Pretender Charles III (not the same as 
King Charles III of Spain, who reigned 
from 1759 to 1788). Subsequently, a civil 
war, referred to as the War of the Spanish 
Succession, broke out in Spain in 1702 
and spread throughout Europe. In 1713 
the Treaty of Utrecht brought an end to 
the war and confirmed Philip V as king 
of Spain and her dominions in the Amer- 
icas, much to the chagrin of the autono- 
mous republic of Catalonia and its capital 
Barcelona, which had been aligned with 
the Pretender. 

Thus, listed in Calico's Monedas under 
Charles III, Archduke of Austria, is a 
group of Colombian 2 escudos dated con- 
secutively between 1701 and 1713 (with 
the exception of 1702), as well as Colom- 
bian 8 reales of 1702 and 1705. No coins 
of the other New World mints are in- 
cluded. The only logical assumption is 
that somehow the authorities in Bogota 
favored the Pretender and that the use of 
the legend CAROLVS (Latin for Carlos or 
Charles) on Colombian 2 escudos was 
quite intentional, rather than a result of 
a communication lag after the death of 
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A P°RS monogiam is evident on an N°R 8 
leales dated 1662.

Charles II in 1700. On the other hand, I 
have yet to find CAROLVS followed by a 
III instead of a 11 on these coins. 

Calico lists A as the assayer for this 
group of 2 escudos dated 1701-13. 1 have 
r seen hundreds of these coins and have yet 

to find one with any visible assayer or 
mintmark, the absence of which cannot 
be accidental. Not illustrated here, yet in 
1 my possession, are several typical 

specimens on which the legend CAROLVS 
n D.G. runs closely around the entire 
periphery of the shield, leaving no space 
whatsoever for mintmark-assayer desig- 
nations. Was this the Colombians' way of 
promoting the Pretender, using the legend 
CAROLVS well into the 1 700s but at the 
same time avoiding legal responsibility 
for doing so? 

A Wealth of Information 

The sunkeh fleet of 1715 was laden 
with far more coins and treasure than 
usual due in large part to the War of thef 
Spanish Succession. During the conflict, 
the treasure fleet's semi-annual voyages 
from the New World had been curtailed 
or reduced to an occasional few ships, 
causing coins to pile up in the colonial 
mints, from which they could not be 
^ transported in quantity until after the 

Treaty of Utrecht. 

According to the late W. Frank Allen in 
his article "History Revealed: Previously 
Unknown Spanish Gold Coins,"!^ not 
only was Calico aware of the work of the 
salvors of the 1715 fleet, but he also 
traveled to Florida in late 1964 to inspect 
the finds. Thousands of Bogota 2 escudos 
were salvaged, but only fourteen bore 
' dates: 1672, 1687, 1697, 1701 (two speci- 


mens), 1703, 1704, 1705 (two specimens), 
1707, 1708, 1709, 1712 and 1713. 

Rarely does the date not run off the 
planchet of Bogota 2 escudos of this 
period, which spans not only 1700-15 but 
also the entire previous reign of Charles 
II, as evidenced by cobs dating to the 
1600s that were salvaged from the wrecks 
of the 1715 fleet. Prior to this salvage, 
what had been particularly mysterious, 
however, was the absence of Spanish- 
American gold cobs of the early- 1700 
period. 

Calico himself wrote the preface for an 
auction catalog entitled Spanish Galleon 
Treasure, which offered the bulk of the 
salvaged material in a public sale con- 
ducted at New York's Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, November 27-29, 1972, by Schul- 
man Coin and Mint. To Frank Allen's list 
this catalog added the 2-escudo dates of 
1706 and 1710. A later Schulman auction 
held December 2-4, 1974, offered the 
treasure from the Maravilla, sunk off the 
Bahamas in January 1656 (too early for 
most colonial gold coins, with nothing 
significant in Colombian gold cobs), as 
well as a second and less important offer- 
ing of 1715-fleet coins, in which all the 
Colombian 2 escudos were undated. 

The material from the 1715 fleet later 
was offered publicly— and for the last time 
in quantity — in Bowers and Ruddy's Auc- 
tion Catalog of the 1715 Treasure Fleet, 
February 17-19, 1977. In addition to the 
hundreds of descriptions and photographs 
of original pieces, the catalog carries an 
entire section about coinage of the Bogota 
mint (though not all data are correct) and 
excellent artistic renderings of various 
changes in design of the shield pictured 


[ 
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on Bogota gold cobs. However, the cata- 
log adds no new dates to the Hans Schul- 
man and Frank Allen lists of dated 2- 
escudo cobs. 

To all the lists we can now add a 1714 
2 escudos. My own feeling is that all dates 
exist, 1700-14, but I have no knowledge 
of a 1715-dated piece from the wreckage. 
Among the salvaged Mexican gold cobs of 
all denominations, a number of 1715 
pieces have been found (very recently in 
quantity), although overall that date re- 
mains more elusive than 1713 and 1714; 
among Lima pieces, it’appears that 1713 
was the latest date on any denomination 
represented in the fleet's cargo. 

Remember, the fleet sank in July 1715 
with not more than a half-year of possible 
production of 1715-dated coins. ^^Tly the 
Mexican coins of that year and at least 
some 1714-dated Colombian cobs were 
available to be shipped with the fleet, 
while Lima pieces were not, is unknown. 

Through the years, I have been privi- 
leged to examine hundreds of Colombian 
2 escudos salvaged from the remnants of 
these ships. Most of them have entered 
the market as the property of the divers 
themselves or the investors in various 
salvage enterprises. The State of Florida 
has a 25-percent share in any treasure 
found off its shores and thus owns a quan- 
tity of these pieces, some of which are 
displayed at the Museum of Florida His- 
tory in Tallahassee. 

A great majority of these 2 escudos 
shows some portion of CAROLVS n to the 
right of the shield, and consequently it 
was logically assumed that most of those 
that sank to the bottom of the ocean in 
1715 actually were minted before the 


death of Charles II in 1700. However, we 
now have a different interpretation. In my 
possession is a 2 escudos that features por- 
tions of CAROLVS by the shield on one 
side and parts of PHILIPPVS or PHILIPVS V 
(the V is quite prominent) on the other 
side where HISPANIARVM should be. 

Although this is obviously an "error 
coin," the important feature is that the 
shield is the same as that on most 
CAROLVS pieces, thus providing addi- 
tional evidence that the typical Charles 
n shield, even with his name beside it, 
was retained well into the 1700s, not just 
a year or two after the death of Charles 
n but up to as late as 1714. In short, the 
legend CAROLVS is not a reliable indica- 
tion of when the coin was minted. 

Regarding coinage issued after 1715, a 
Nuevo Reino 2 escudos of Luis I, dated 
1725, does exist, along with numerous 
other Colombian cobs bearing dates of the 
second reign of Philip V through 1756, the 
year that marked the end of Nuevo Reino 
cob coinage. 

Unanswered Questions 

In the broad field of Colombian gold and 
silver cobs, a number of mysteries must 
be solved: 

• We need to know the entire story of 
the Cartagena mint. What were its years 
of production and what was its specific 
relationship to the Bogota mint? How 
many other Cartagena gold cobs have sur- 
faced in addition to the specimen pictured 
here? Aside from the C mintmark, were 
early NR mintmarks also used in Carta- 
gena? Where exactly on the Calle de la 
Cruz was the mint, and why are there no

further records of its operation or construc- 
tion, especially considering that most 
colonial houses and buildings, or at least 
their sites within the old walled city, are 
still intact, as are the walls themselves? 

• Where are all the Bogota silver cobs? 
Granted, production was not large com- 
pared to that of Mexico, Bolivia and Pern, 
yet the most extensive collection I have 
seen (which was in Bogota) numbers only 
about 25 pieces. Who collects Bogota 
silver cobs? Please come forth and let us 
study your coins! 

• Why don't official records of assayers' 
names and tenures, as listed by both Bar- 
riga Villalba and Pellicer i Bm, correspond 
to each other or to actual dates on many 
coins? Does the assayer's initial T repre- 

I sent Turrillo himself, even though he was 

the mint's lessee and not its assayer? Who 
were assayers E (both early and late) and 
VM? Was the late assayer A the same as 
assayer ARC? If not, who was he? Why arr 
assayers' initials so often multiple, con- 
trary to the practice of other colonial 
mints? Why is the assayer's initial omit- 
ted on what must be presumed to be the 
first gold coin of the Americas, and where 
was this coin designed and minted? 

} • Why did the Colombian mints either 

omit or systematically relocate the pome- 
granate (or "Granada") on the Nuevo 
Reino de Granada coat-of-arms, when by 
the very name of the province one would 
expect it to be prominent? Why did the 
Aragon coat-of-arms gradually disappear 
from the king's shield on most Colombian 
gold cobs? \^y were the positions of the 
lions and castles so often juxtaposed? 

• Why were gold and silver Colombian 

! cobs so cmdely designed and struck, when 


the labor (untutored Indians) and equip- 
ment were hardly less primitive in the 
colonial mints of Mexico, Bolivia and 
Peru? 

• What is the reason for the frequent 
inversion of the SF mintmark, when FS 
("Fe Santa") makes no sense? Likewise, 
one wonders about NR and RN, although 
"Reino Nuevo" is linguistically easier to 
defend. 

• Why were so many 2 escudos but so 
few 8 escudos minted in Colombia, while 
in Lima the opposite seemed to be true? 
(Mexico seems to have produced nearly 
equal quantities of 2- and 8-escudo coins; 
4-escudo pieces from all mints are scarce.) 

• Did Colombia indeed support the 
Pretender Charles III from 1702 to 1713? 
If so, does Colombian coinage reflect this 
attitude? 

Sunken Spanish galleons await salvage 
off the shores of Cartagena today. The 
sites are known, but requests for permis- 
sion to explore the wrecks have yet to be 
worked out with the Colombian govern- 
ment. With today's advanced techniques 
of salvage, reclaiming sunken cargo is no 
longer a vague, romantic adventure but a 
scientifically- and economically-sound 
enterprise, if properly funded and re- 
searched. Imagine what these ships could 
yield! 

Hundreds of thousands of unexamined, 
uncataloged bundles of inventories, ships' 
manifests, reports, charters, legal agree- 
ments and royal correspondence are held 
by the General Archives of the Indies in 
Seville and the House of Trade in Siman- 
cas, Spain. Treasure divers have sifted 
through some of this voluminous mate- 
rial, but has a numismatic team of cob

specialists done so? The answer is no. By 
and large, treasure salvors are neither 
researchers nor numismatists, and fre- 
quently discover the rarity of their finds 
only after the fact. 

Given great patience, much could be 
learned from the material in Seville and 
Simancas about cob production and distri- 
bution in the New World, but who will 
fund such a venture? The question of 
funding aside, who will take the time to 
carry out such research? Apparently, not 
even Spanish numismatists have done so. 

Colombian Cobs and 
the Numismatic Market 

Colombian gold cobs are vastly under- 
valued in the marketplace, as there are vir- 
tually no collectors to compete for them. 
Much of the reason for this is the unavail- 
ability of literature; most of what little 
does exist is written in Spanish. 

Over the years, I have spent much time 
in Colombia as a traveler and resident, but 
I have never met nor heard of a serious 
collector of Nuevo Reino gold cobs. Not 
long ago, two rare gold cobs of Bogota 
came into my possession — a 4 escudos 
and an 8 escudos — and I almost gave them 
away for lack of a buyer. Undated 2 
escudos salvaged from the 1715 fleet are 


not hard to find and are sold mostly as 
pendants, but collectors of dated 2-escudo 
cobs are as rare as the coins themselves. 
A year ago the extremely rare Cartagena 
2-escudo piece sold for a relative song. As 
knowledge increases, this situation must 
change. 

No informed collector doubts the rarity 
of Colombian silver cobs. These pieces 
sell for much more than Colombian gold 
cobs and comparable silver cobs of other 
colonial Spanish- American mints, yet the 
market remains very small and suffers 
from a scarcity of information, as in the 
case of Colombia's gold issues. 

When a famous American financier was 
asked the secret to his success, his laconic 
reply was, "Buy a straw hat in January." 
Perhaps January is on the horizon, and 
Nuevo Reino cobs will prove to be straw 
hats of the numismatic marketplace.

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Baltimore's Babe 


On February 6, 1895, George Herman 
"'Babe" Ruth was bom in the second- 
floor front room of his grandparents' 
home at 216 Emory Street in Balti- 
more, Maryland. Though the legendary 
baseball hero lived in this red-brick 
row home for only a short time after 
his birth, it remains today the only ex- 
isting link to his childhood. The sand- 


lot where Babe once played ball is now 
a Baltimore Gas and Electric Company 
power station, and his school, St. 
Mary's Industrial, as well as his 
father's tavern on Camden Street, has 
long since been leveled. 

During the course of his professional 
baseball career, which spanned 21 
years as a player and a year as coach,

the Babe broke more than 50 records. 
He hit a total of 714 home runs, lead- 
ing the American League in home runs 
for 12 straight years, and boasted a 
.342 lifetime batting average. He also 
played in ten world series — three with 
the Boston Red Sox and seven with the 
New York Yankees — and was one of 
the first five players elected to the 
Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
New York. The Babe died in New 
York City on August 16, 1948. 

In December 1967 the Baltimore 
Bureau of Building Inspection issued 
orders for the demolition of a number 
of Emory Street row homes, the old

Ruth house among them. A group of 
concerned city leaders formed a com- 
mittee for the preservation of Babe 
Ruth's birthplace, co-chaired by the 
late Charles P. McCormick, Baltimore 
industrialist, and Jack Dunn III, then 
vice president of the Baltimore Orioles 
A nonprofit foundation was formed, 
and in 1968, as part of an effort to 


raise funds for renovation of the Emory 
Street row houses. Babe Ruth com- 
memorative medals were struck and 
offered for sale. A total of 60,000 to 
80,000 brass pieces were produced, 
designed by Baltimore News American 
artist and cartoonist Robert Grams, 
and originally were priced at $1 each. 
Approximately 100 silver medals also 
were struck, intended for use as pres- 
entation pieces. 

The 40mm commemorative features 
on the obverse a reproduction of Leroy 
Merriken' s famous 1931 photograph of 
the Babe, taken during an exhibition 
game at the old Orioles Park in Balti- 
more, along with the legends BABE 
RUTH SHRINE, BALTIMORE, MD. and 
CONTRIBUTOR. The reverse carries a 
depiction of Babe Ruth's home, en- 
circled by the inscription BABE RUTH 
BIRTHPLACE, 216 EMORY ST., BALTI- 
MORE MD., and the years 1895 
and 1948. 

The committee raised sufficient 
funds, partly through sale of the 
medals, to restore the Babe's birth- 
place, as well as three adjacent build- 
ings on Emory Street. Dies for the 
commemorative medal were destroyed, 
and silver editions were presented to, 
among others, Richard Nixon, Bowie 
Kuhn, Mamie Ruth Moberly (Babe's 
sister), Dorothy Pirone and Julia 
Stevens (Babe's daughters), Charles P. 
McCormick and Joe DiMaggio. A plaque 
containing two silver medals was 
presented to Clair Ruth, Babe's widow, 
during a special ceremony at Yankee 
Stadium in New York on July 17, 1968. 

By 1969 plans for establishment of a 
museum at the Babe Ruth Birthplace 
were well underway, and the facility 
finally opened its doors to the public 
on July 19, 1974, under joint supervi- 
sion of the Babe Ruth Birthplace Foun- 
dation and the Baltimore Department 
of Recreation and Parks. 

Spurred in 1982 by the revitalization 
taking place throughout Baltimore, par- 
ticularly in the downtown and Inner 
Harbor areas, members of the Founda- 
tion decided to expand the theme of 
the Babe Ruth museum. Closed to the 
public from mid-December 1982 until 
May 1983, the museum reopened as 
The Babe Ruth Birthplace/Maryland 
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Baseball Hall of Fame Museum, and 
also was designated the official mu- 
seum of the Baltimore Orioles. 

Today the museum offers numerous 
photo displays, a variety of film clips, 
and exhibits of ''touchable" memo- 
rabilia such as bats, gloves and other 
baseball mementos. Brass Babe Ruth 
commemoratives, part of the original 
mintage produced in 1968, also are 
available at the museum for a $5 dona- 
tion. Babe Ruth was a legend in his 
own time, and the museum that bears 
his name reflects Maryland's rich 
baseball heritage, capturing the essence 
of a great American pastime for sports 
fans everywhere.

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and the Irish Coinage of William Wood 

CHARLOTTE GALE ana 123037 and DAVID M. GALE ana io9056 
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On July 12, 1722, an English iron- 
monger, William Wood, was issued a 
patent to strike a large quantity of 
copper halfpence and farthings for cir- 
culation in Ireland. On August 19, 

1725, after a firestorm of Irish protest, 
the patent was withdrawn. The Irish 
people, with no political power and no 
tradition of unified action, had, per- 
haps to their own astonishment, forced 
their English masters to retreat in 
humiliation from what had become an 
indefensible position. How did it 
happen? How could it happen? 

In the main, the protest succeeded 
because of a series of pamphlets 
known as The Drapiei's Letters to the 
People of Ireland against receiving 
Wood's Halfpence, written by Jonathan 
Swift, author of Gulliver's Travels. For 
reasons both personal and political. 
Swift liiade this Irish cause his own, 
and he displayed the wit and the 
words to win an extraordinary victory. 

Examining the causes of Swift's fury 
at Wood and his coinage, one finds 
that this great writer of controversy 
was himself the subject of controversy. 
One problem may have been an illness 
that afflicted Swiit from the age of 
23 — an inner-ear ailment that produced 
dizziness, deafness and serious bouts of 
depression. The illness gradually wors- 
ened, so that in 1742, three years 
before his death. Swift was found "of 
unsound mind and memory, not capa- 
ble of taking care of his person 
or fortune." ‘ 

Noting this, some biographers, 
stunned and alarmed by the ferocity of 
his earlier work or unsympathetic to 
his opinions, asserted incorrectly that 
these writings, such as The Drapier's 
Letters and book IV of Gulliver's 
Travels, were the products of incipient 
insanity. Other critics, misled by 
Swift's satiric technique, accuse him of 
unfairly attacking such enemies as 
William Wood; in fact. Swift's contem- 
porary readers of such works as The 
Drapier's Letters recognized the savage 
vituperation as typical political invec- 
tive of the time, not to be taken 
too literally. 

Despite the disagreements among 
Swift's biographers, all agree that his 
Irish birth in 1667 was a critical event. 
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It did not, however, make his later role 
as an Irish champion at all predictable. 
Although he was bom in Dublin, his 
parents were English. A pattern of bit- 
ter disappointments seemed to begin 
in his early years, which he later 
described as a time of dejection about 
his fatherlessness (he was a post- 
humous child of his father) and his 
resultant dependency on his uncle's 
uncertain beneficence. ^ It was also a 
time of extreme ambition. He later 
confessed to Alexander Pope: 

I am ashamed to tell you that 
when I was very young I had more 
desire to be famous than ever since 
. . . that all my endeavors, from a 
boy, to distinguish myself, were only 
for want of a great title and fortune.^ 

For a young man of English family 
that was staunchly of the Established 
(Protestant) Church, Ireland, already a 
morass of political and religious an- 
tagonisms, was an inhospitable and 
sometimes dangerous place. An out- 
break of "troubles" in Ireland in 1689 
sent the 21 -year-old Swift, a student at 
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West front of St. Patrick's Cathedral 1793. 


Trinity College, to England, seeking 
safety and the fame and fortune he 
craved. Appointed secretary to the 
distinguished Whig historian and dip- 
lomat Sir William Temple, young 
Swift continued his education by 
reading widely in Temple's extensive 
library at Moor Park, and learned to 
move comfortably in a heady atmos- 
phere of the literary elite and the 
politically powerful. 

Swift served as Temple's secretary 
on and off for ten years, during which 
time he also was ordained a deacon 
and then a priest in the Established 
Church. It is clear that Swift hoped 
and expected Temple to use his influ- 
ence to obtain for his young secretary 
an attractive and lucrative church posi- 
tion in England (a very reasonable ex- 
pectation for the time and, in fact, 
almost the only way a young clergy- 
man could hope to advance). 

However, Swift's hopes were dashed 
when Temple died in 1699 without 
having provided the desired position. 
His frustration was sharp but temporary. 
Not content with the life of a poor 
cleric. Swift knew his intellectual 
energy and writing talent would even- 
tually bring him the recognition 
he craved. 


He accepted some modest positions 
in country vicarages in Ireland but 
spent most of the next few years in 
London, drawn by its world of letters 
and political intrigue. It was not at all 
unusual at that time for a churchman 
to become involved in political mat- 
ters. Swift served as negotiator be- 
tween the Irish church and the British 
government, and produced political, 
satirical and religious writing that im- 
pressed the Whigs. 

Obviously, Swift again hoped for an 
appointment in the church, but again 
he was disappointed. Time after time 
he saw a choice office go to someone 
else. Biographers disagree as to the 
reason; certainly Swift had made some 
political enemies, one of whom may 
have been Queen Anne, who, it is 
thought, felt his satire The Tale of the 
Tub was blasphemous.^ Also, Swift 
was too proud to solicit favors openly 
in his own behalf. 

In any case. Swift withdrew again to 
Ireland in 1709, only to return once 
more to London the following year. 

The Whigs had been defeated; the 
Tories were in power, and Swift, disil- 
lusioned both for personal and political 
reasons, joined the Tory cause. His 
skill as a writer became indispensable 
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to the Tory government, which needed 
a propagandist to present its program. 
Thus a flurry of paper — broadsides, 
pamphlets, journal articles — came from 
Swift's pen. 

His job was to discredit the leader- 
ship and policies of the Whigs and to 
defend the Tory program for ending 
the war with France and Spain. He 
even undertook a secret mission in 
connection with the peace negotia- 
tions. In his support of the Tory cause, 
there were dazzling successes — his 
pamphlet entitled The Conduct of the 
Allies sold a then-astounding 11,000 
copies in a few weeks — but Swift's 
ferocious attacks on perceived political 
enemies were to take their toll. 

Queen Anne died in 1714, and the 
Tory government fell and was replaced 
by the Whigs and their leader, Sir 
Robert Walpole. Swift's friends had 
once again failed to provide him the 
position he longed for in the English 
church, and now his enemies certainly 
would not. As the Tory government 
was disintegrating, all that could be 
found for him was the deanery of St. 
Patrick's in Dublin — certainly not a 
trifling position but virtual exile for a 
man like Swift, who was so immersed 
in the literary and political world 
of London. 

He accepted the post and withdrew 
to Dublin in humiliation and despair. 

In a letter to a friend, he wrote: "At 
my first coming I thought I should 
have dyed with Discontent, and was 
horribly melancholy . . ."® It seemed 
his time of power and influence was 
over; his enemies certainly must have 
hoped so. But this period was merely a 
prologue to what would become — 
thanks to the obscure ironmonger 
William Wood — a new career for Swift 
as hero of the nation of his exile. 

One ventures with trepidation into 
the tormented entanglements of British 
and Irish history. But to comprehend 
the Irish reaction to the coinage of 
William Wood, one must understand 
"the sense of being . . . completely 
subordinated and dependent, both eco- 
nomically and politically, that was 
the real source of the violence and 
bitterness of the opposition against 
Wood's Coinage."^ 


Religious strife had divided the Irish 
and resulted in the deprivation of 
Catholic civil rights. In addition, the 
entire nation was in legislative subser- 
vience to England. But worst of all 
were the limitations on commerce. To 
prevent Ireland from competing eco- 
nomically with England, trade restric- 
tions made it virtually impossible to 
sell Irish goods in England and increas- 
ingly difficult to export Ireland's chief 
product, wool, anywhere at all. The 
result was described in Swift's first 
great pamphlet, A proposal for the 
Universal Use of Irish Manufacture 
(1720). The absentee English landlords. 
Swift wrote, 

by unmeasurable screwing and 
Tacking their Tenants all over the 
Kingdom, have already reduced the 
miserable People to a worse condi- 
tion than the Peasants in France, or 
the Vassals in Germany or Poland 
. . . whoever travels this Country, and 
observes the Face of nature, or the 
Faces and Habits, and Dwellings of 
the Natives, will hardly think him- 
self in a land where either Law, 

Religion or common Humanity is 
professed.^

out a shoe or stocking to their feet, or 
a house so convenient as an English 
hog-sty to receive them."® 

Though Swift was quite at home in 
the sophisticated, coi^ortable world of 
the wealthy and "... as an ethical 
rigorist . . . habitually attributed the 
evils suffered by mankind not to the 
shortcomings of society but to the 
moral weakness of the individual . . ., 
he found it impossible steadfastly to 
maintain that the beggars of Ireland 
were starving solely as a consequence 
of their own immorality."^ How to 
change such a desperate situation? On 
a personal scale. Swift began in 1721 a 
practice of making no-interest loans to 
deserving small tradesmen in Dublin. 
But clearly, more was needed. For such 
a man as Swift, the best weapons were 
his pen and his wit. All he needed was 
an issue. 

It appeared suddenly in 1722, a re- 
sult of long-standing currency prob- 
lems in Ireland and a controversial 
method of ending them. Ireland, unlike 
England and Scotland, had no mint of 
its own and was unsuccessful in ob- 
taining from England the right to have 
one. Instead, private English citizens 
would bid for patents to provide Irish 
coins, making their profit on the dif- 
ference between the cost of the metal 
and the value of the coins. Political 
crises and failure of patentees to 
adhere to the limits of their agree- 
ments after the Revolution of 1688 had 
flooded Ireland with currency that im- 
mediately became undervalued. Thus 
the Irish were well acquainted with 
the dangers of depreciated money, and 
they greatly feared a recurrence. 

The overstock of depreciated coins 
had been solved, in a way. Thomas 
Prior recounted in 1729 that in the 
years before Wood's coinage appeared, 

we had too great a Stock of Half- 
pence and Farthings current among 
us, and suffered our traders to carry 


them off in great Quantities to New 
England, Pensilvania and other Parts 
of the West Indies, where they passed 
at a higher value; this we did not 
think fit to oppose at the Beginning, 
when we were too much loaded with 
them at home, but then we should 
have put a Stop to this pernicious 
Traffick in some reasonable Time . . . 
no Care being then taken to prevent 
this Export ... we have been reduced 
to a total Loss of our Farthings and to 
a great Scarcity of Halfpence. . 
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In 1724 Swift himself agreed that 
more copper coins were needed and 
suggested £10,000 as a suitable 
amount. This need for coins was seen 
by the English government as an op- 
portunity to reward a faithful and loyal 
friend of King George I — his mistress, 
the Duchess of Kendall. Without con- 
sulting or notifying the Irish parlia- 
ment, the English issued a patent to 
produce £100,800 in copper coins — an

absurd amount, almost one-fourth the 
total value of all the Irish currency. 

William Wood, the patentee, was 
authorized to issue, over the next 14 
years, £108,000 in coins made from 
360 tons of copper, worth then about 
£60,000. To reap this profit. Wood paid

a bribe to the Ehachess (the rumor was 
that the patent had actually been 
issued to the Duchess, who sold it to 
Wood). Portions of the bribe money 
also may have gone to other political 
and royal figures. 

Not a great deal is known about 
William Wood. Philip Nelson, in The 
Coinage of William Wood, reported 
that Wood was bom July 31, 1671, 
lived at Wolverhampton from 1692 
until 1713 and died in 1730. Pointing 
to Wood's ownership of iron and cop- 
per mines and his leased rights to 
mine metal in 39 counties in Wales 
and England — as well as his ability to 
pay the £10,000 bribe — Nelson con- 
cluded that Wood was a man of con- 
siderable means. Herbert Davis, editor 
of The Drapiefs Letters, was of the 
opinion that Wood was a " 'projector' 
of great enterprise but doubtful 
solidity." 

In 1695 Wood published a plan for 
preventing clipped money and for 
making useful those coins that already 
were clipped. "He proposed that all 
clipped money should be called in and 
placed in special brass boxes, with a 
number and the value stamped on 
them, to pass in all payments." 

Davis implied that this may have been 
a scheme for Wood to make a great 
deal of money by selling the brass 
boxes. Davis did agree that Wood was 
"one of the largest iron manufactures 
in the country . . .," having in 1720 
"an estate rich in iron mines and pit- 
coal, an iron works near the Severn, 
furnaces for making brass . . 

Following the Irish coinage episode. 


Wood evidently undertook an even 
more dubious scheme, involving a new 
iron-making process, in which he 
received £20,000 from the Mines Royal 
Company but could not fulfill his 
obligations to supply 10,000 tons of 
coal. Davis noted that "his partnership 
seems to have been a bogus company, 
possessing works and furnaces but pro- 
ducing nothing, attempting to raise 
(according to one report) the sum of 
£1,000,000. It is evident that he 
had many enemies and not a very 
sound reputation." 

Wood's Irish coins ran into immedi- 
ate opposition. The insult resulting 
from England's failure to consult the 
Irish government; the outrageous quan- 
tity of coins proposed; the fears of a 
depreciated coinage and widespread 
counterfeiting; and the fact that it was 
to be an English ironmonger and the 
mistress of an English king who would 
profit, together produced an inevitable 
protest, first by Dublin commissioners 
of the revenue and then by the Irish 
parliament. 

Wood replied to these complaints in 
a letter to the Flying Post of October 
8, 1723, stating that though ". . . the 
coinage may not be all the Irish could 
wish ... do they want to be like starv- 
ing wretches who will not take food 
that is not cooked exactly according to 
their fancy Obviously, his lack of 
diplomacy did not help his cause. 
However, the first protests were 
fruitless, and the coins began to appear 
in large quantities, imported unofficially 
and secretly through arrangements 
with Dublin tradesmen who received 
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£116 in copper coins for £100 
sterling. 

At first, despite continued Irish com- 
plaints, ^'the powers in England could 
not or would not believe that the dis- 
content in Ireland was anything more 
than a momentary display of petulant 
insubordination . . . but eventually 
the opposition began to be taken more 
seriously. A pamphlet entitled 
Ireland's Consternation, written by 
James Maculla and published in 
August 1723, described the new coins: 

. . . part of the said Change lighter 
than the rest, stampt with the Harp 
forward on one side, and backward on 
the other, Edges snagled, and bulg'd, 
the said Half-pence made exceeding 
thin, its supposed all the Clippers 
and Counterfeit Coiners in this 
Kingdom are or will be at Work mak- 
ing that money, viz in Bogs and 
Mountains, Dens and Caves . . ."^® 

The Duke of Grafton, the new Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland who had been 
sent to Dublin in 1723 to assist in the 
circulation of the coins, soon became 
concerned about the controversy, 
which had led the Irish House of Com- 
mons to petition the king. The Irish 
lawmakers, maintaining themselves to 
be "Your Majesty's Most Dutiful and 
Loyal Subjects" motivated "Entirely 
from Our Love to Our Country," ac- 
cused William Wood of being "Guilty 
of a most Notorious Fraud and Deceit" 
by issuing short-weight coins. The 
British Parliament agreed to investigate, 
and promised to correct and punish 
any abusers. But before this news 
could reach Ireland, the Drapier appeared. 

Swift's first letter was printed in 
early March 1724. Entitled A Letter to 
the Shop-Keepers. Tradesmen, Farmers, 
and Common-People of Ireland Con- 
cerning the Brass Half-Pence Coined 
by Mr. Woods [sic], it was printed on 
the cheapest paper available so that it 
might be sold for the low price of 
twopence, thus helping ensure the 
widest possible circulation. In a letter 
to his friend, Charles Ford, dated April 
2, 1724, Swift identified himself as the 
author "M.B. Drapier": "I sent out a 
small pamphlet under the Name of 
Draper [sic], laying the whole Vilany 


open, and advising People what to do; 
about 2,000 of them have been dis- 
persed by Gentlemen in several parts 
of the Country . . 

As M.B. Drapier, Swift assumed the 
character of an ordinary shopkeeper 
and used plain language, simple 
metaphors and biblical allusions likely to 
be easily understood by his audience — 
the ordinary, often barely literate, 
citizens of Ireland. His purpose was to 
organize a boycott of Wood's coins, 
and to do so, he needed to convince 
the largest group possible that the very 
survival of the Irish people was at 
stake. Thus, he began: 

What I intend to say to you now, 
is, next to your Duty to God, and the 
Care of your Salvation, of the greatest 
concern to your selves, and your 
Children, your Bread and Cloathing, 
and every common Necessary of Life 
entirely depend on it. Therefore I do 
most earnestly exhort you as Men, as 
Christians, as Parents, and as Lovers

The heart of the argument of the 
first letter was that the new coins, 
made ''of such Base Metal, and so 
much smaller than the English ones,"^^ 
would become virtually worthless, and 
the loss would be taken by those least 
able to bear it — the ordinary tradesmen. 
Using the satirist's technique of draw- 
ing a wildly-exaggerated conclusion 
from what appear to be straightfor- 
ward, undeniable facts. Swift 
calculated the impossible hardships the 
new coins would entail: 

The common weight of these HALF- 
PENCE are between Four and Five to 
an Ounce, suppose Five, then three 
Shillings and Four Pence will weigh a 
Pound, and consequently Twenty 
Shillings will wei^ Six Pound Butter 
Weight. Now there are many Fiun- 
dred Farmers who pay Two Fiundred 
Pound a year Rent. Therefore when 
one of these Farmers comes with his 
Fialf Years Rent, which is one Hun- 
dred Pound, it will be at least Six 
Hundred Pound weight, which is 
Three Horse Load.^^ 

Continuing his computation, the 
Drapier pictured a Squire having to 
"bring with him Five or Six Horses 
loaden with Sacks" of halfpence when 
he came to town to buy supplies, and 
his lady "followed by a Car loaden 
with Mr. WOOD'S Money" as she went 
on a shopping trip. And at the height 
of this hyperbole of a nation (and its 
unfortunate horses) struggling under a 
mountain of halfpence, he described a 
squire, having collected his half year's 
rent, needing 240 horses to haul it 
to town, 

and Two or Three great Cellars in his 
House for Stowage. But what the 
Bankers will do I cannot tell. For I 
am assured, that some great Bankers 
keep by them Forty Thousand 
Pounds in ready Cash to answer all 
payments, which Sum, in Mr. WOOD'S 
Money, would require Twelve Hun- 
dred Horses to carry it.^'^ 

Of course, this situation could occur 
only if no other currency existed — an 
impossibility. Was the Drapier taken 


literally? There's no way to tell for 
certain. One recent critic, David Ward, 
suggests that "the sophisticated would 
enjoy the joke,- the unsophisticated would 
be scared out of their wits . . 
Although Ward thinks Swift went too 
far, an earlier commentator suggested 
that since Swift's purpose was "simply 
to put a scandalous transaction in the 
grossest aspect possible ... he chose to 
picture as immediate realities what 
were only to be conceived as remotely 
possible results. The device was one of 
the ordinary and recognized methods 
of political controversy then . . 

In addition to predicting fiscal dis- 
aster, Swift aimed his sharpest barbs at 
William Wood, "a mean ordinary Man, 
a Hard-Ware Dealer, who had 
"GREAT FRIENDS, and it seems knew 
very well where to give Money. 

Though Wood's patent carried the 
king's seal upon it. Swift was careful 
to absolve the king from any guilt, and 
equally careful not to mention the 
king's mistress — the king, said the 
Drapier, had been misled by bad advisors. 

The Drapier urged his readers simply 
to boycott Wood's coins: "... refuse 
this filthy trash . . Citing lawyers 
whose opinions he said he had solicited. 
Swift pointed out that no one could be 
forced to accept anything but gold and 
silver coins. The Drapier would not ac- 
cept them in his shop, and neither 
should his readers. 

Soon after the first letter was 
published, a ballad appeared, titled 
Ireland's Warning, Being an Excellent 
New Song, Upon Wood's Base Half- 
pence. Swift may have written some of 
its 21 stanzas. Tlie lyrics began: 

Ye People of Ireland, both country 
and city. 

Come listen with patience, and hear 
out my ditty: 

At this time I'll choose to be wiser 
than witty. 

Which nobody can deny. 

The halfpence are coming, the 
nation's undoing. 

There's an end of your ploughing, 
and baking, and brewing; 

In short, you must all go to wreck 
and to ruin. 

Which, &. 
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Both high men and low men and 
thick men and tall men, 

And rich men and poor men, and 
free men and thrall men. 

Will suffer; and this man, and 
that man, and all men. 

Which, 

Ricardo Quintana, a Swift scholar, 
commented that '^in this manner were 
the Drapier's earlier words now set to 
a lilting rhythm that fixed emotion 
beyond the possibility of change, and 
Wood, though he had yet to learn the 
tmth, was beaten. 

Trying to defend his coins. Wood 
proposed that they officially be as- 
sayed. Accordingly, a commission 
headed by Sir Isaac Newton evaluated 
samples of Wood's halfpence and 
farthings — weighing them, subjecting 
them to heating and hammering, and 
comparing the results with similar 
tests performed on copper coins issued 
during several previous reigns. The 
results were favorable to Wood; his 
coins, though somewhat erratic in 
weight, were found to be of good cop- 
per and, on the average, of full weight. 
In fact, they were found equal to the 
current British coppers and superior to 
former Irish coppers. 

In spite of this good report, the 
British Commission of Inquiry recom- 
mended, and the Privy Council 
directed, that the total value of the 
coinage be reduced from £100,800 to 
£40,000. Wood himself agreed to such 
a limitation and furthermore proposed 
that he accept goods for his coins 
rather than silver, and that no one be 
required to receive more than SVid 
(5 pence, half penny) of his coins in 
any one payment. 

Such offers of compromise came too 
late. The whole country was in an up- 
roar, magnified by the appearance on 
August 4, 1724, of the second Drapier's 
letter. The tone was even more en- 
raged than that of the first. Wood was 
termed a "Publick Enemy,"^^ ^ '^little 
Impudent Hardware Man,"^^ a "little 
Arbitrary Mock Monarch" and a 
"single, diminutive, insignificant Me- 
chanick."^"^ The readers were exhorted 
to continue the boycott and also to 
boycott those who accepted Wood's 
coins "as betrayers of their Country.

In this letter. Wood was accused of 
having lied to the Committee of In- 
quiry about the quantity of coins 
already made, concealing £17,000 
worth; thus, the offer to limit the total 
to £40,000 was labeled a fraud. 

The Drapier also dismissed the assay 
of Wood's coins as fraudulent, accusing 
Wood of supplying the Commission 
with specially-coined halfpence of full 
weight and good metal, rather than the 
alleged inferior coins sent to Ireland. 
There is some evidence to support alle- 
gations that the samples were not ran- 
dom. For example, the assayed coins 
were all produced between March 25, 
1723, and March 28, 1724, while the 
pieces taken to Ireland were struck in 
1722. According to Swift biographer 
Henry Craik, Mr. Southwell, one of 
the assayers, said the assayers had 
strict orders to study only the late-date 
coins, a fact that certainly casts doubt 
upon the validity of the assay. Another 
assay was conducted by the Irish 
parliament on coins stored in the 
custom-house in Dublin. According to 
a 1724 pamphlet by David Bindon, 
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these coins were ''of much less weight, 
than was requir'd by the patent . . 

The third Drapier's letter appeared 
on August 29, 1724, as an answer to 
the Er^ish Privy Council, which had 
directed Wood to reduce his coinage to 
£40,000 worth. As the Drapier, Swift 
considered the report point by point, 
and demolished it with an accumula- 
tion of evidence that, while selectively 
chosen to support his views, must 
have overwhelmed his readers. 

In essence. Swift was attacking 
English Prime Minister Robert Wal- 
pole, who had carefully supervised the 
council's report. Walpole was never 
named (that would have been too 
dangerous), yet at the end of the letter 
a comparison of the Drapier- Wood 
battle to that of David and Goliath car- 
ried a second level of meaning — Swift 
(David) versus Walpole (Goliath): 

. . . Golia[t]h had a Helmet of Brass 
upon his Head, and he was Armed 
with a Coat of Mail, and the weight 
of the Coat was Five Thousand Sheakles 
of Brass, and he had Greaves of 
Brass upon his legs, and a Target of 
Brass between his Shoulders. In short 
he was like Mr. Wood, all over Brass, 
and he defied the Armies of the Liv- 
ing God. Goliaftlh's Condition of 
combat were likewise the same with 
those of Wood. If he prevail against 
us, then shall we be his Servants.^'' 

In this passage, as in no other, the 
modest voice of the simple Drapier is 
supplanted by the thunderous moral 
outrage of Swift, the preacher. If God 
was on his side, then it was obvious who 
sided with Walpole's Whig government 
and its creature, William Wood. 

From the point of view of the British 
government, the third letter became 
the most dangerous when it seemed to 
use the narrow issue of Wood's coinage 
to raise a much more potent subject — 
political freedom. 

Were not the People of Ireland bom 
as Free as those of England! How 
have they forfeited their Freedom? Is 
not their Parliament as fair a 
Representative of the People as that 
of England? . . . Are they not Subjects 
of the same King? Does not the same 
Sun shine on them? And have they 
not the same God for their Protector? 


Am I a Free-man in England, and do I 

become a Slave in six Hours by cross- 
ing the Channel?^® 

Encouraged by such exhortations, 
the citizens of Dublin took to the 
streets. In a massive demonstration on 
September 8, 1724, an effigy of Wil- 
liam Wood was carried through the 
city as a "vast crowd . . . with many 
Exclamations curs'd, bann'd and con- 
demn'd him to the gallows . . Swift 
contributed a set of verse, A Serious 
Poem upon William Wood, Brazier, 
Tinker, Hard-Ware Man, Coiner, Coun- 
terfeiter, Founder, and Esquire. ” Serious 
in name only, it punned endlessly 
upon the name "Wood": 

I hear among Scholars there is a great 
Doubt 

From what Kind of Tree this 
WOOD was hewn out, 

Teague made a good pun by a Brogue 
in his Speech, 

And said; By my Shoul, he's the Son 
of a BEECH: 

Some call him a Thorn, the Curse of 
a Nation, 

As Thorns were design'd to be from 
the Creation. 

Some think him cut out from the 
poisonous Yew, 

Beneath whose ill Shade no Plant 
ever grew.'*®

Citizen outrage was inflamed even 
further by a newspaper report that ap- 
peared at the end of the month: 

We have an account . . . That a cer- 
tain Noble Man of England, My L 

W — e, who was the Chief in gaining 
Wood his Patent . . has sworn that 
... if the People of Ireland still per- 
sisted in their Refusal of the Brass 
Coin, He would make them swallow 
it in Fireballs!^ 1 

Readers had no difficulty identifying 
British Prime Minister Walpole as the 
author of this provocative remark. It 
served only to enrage them even more. 

At this point, the English govern- 
ment finally took the uproar seriously 
and dispatched a new Lord-Lieutenant, 
Lord Carteret, to seek a diplomatic 
solution. However, before he could 
begin his work, the fourth Drapier's 
letter appeared, heightening the 
political threat of the previous one. 
This Letter to the Whole People of 
Ireland discussed the meaning of the 
word ^'prerogative" as it applied to the 
king, raising the question, "What was 
the extent of the king's rights?" The 
Drapier asserted that they did not ex- 
tend to compelling royal subjects to ac- 


cept any coins except those of silver 
and gold. In affirming the rights of the 
people of Ireland, Swift made his most 
ringing assertion of political liberty, 
one that would not have been out of 
place in the rhetoric of the American 
Revolution fifty years later: "... by the 
laws of GOD, of NATURE, of NATIONS, 
and of your Country, you ARE AND 
OUGHT to be as FREE a People as your 
Brethren in England."^^ 

To the English government, such a 
claim must have sounded like sedition. 
It clearly could not be tolerated, and 
precipitated a series of desperate ac- 
tions that brought the situation to a 
climax. A reward of £300 was offered 
for identification of its author. One 
must note that everyone in Dublin, in- 
cluding Lord-Lieutenant Carteret, knew 
the identity of the Drapier, but there 
had never been any official identifica- 
tion or proof that could be used in a 
court of law. 

Not one citizen of Dublin came for- 
ward to claim the reward. When the 
printer of the fourth letter, Harding, 
and his wife were thrown into jail. 
Swift wrote a brief letter. Seasonable 
Advice (unsigned both by him and by 
the Drapier), directed mainly to the 
Grand Jury considering Harding's case. 
It denied the seditious nature of the 
Drapier's letter and affirmed, in any 
case, the innocence of the printer. No 
evidence could be obtained against the 
Hardings, and the Grand Jury refused 
to indict them. Asked to find the 
Seasonable Advice letter seditious, the 
jury refused this also. Furious, the 
Chief Justice dissolved the Grand Jury. 
Swift answered by arranging the print- 
ing of a paper quoting a British law 
that declared illegal the dissolution of 
a Grand Jury. A second Jury was con- 
vened and given one more chance to 
indict the author of Seasonable Advice 
(again, widely known to be Swift but 
not officially). 

The Grand Jury, upon Swift's instiga- 
tion, fired the final volley in this 
battle — instead of producing the de- 
sired indictment, they made a present- 
ment "of all such persons as have 
attempted, or shall endeavor by fraud 
or otherwise, to impose the said 
halfpence upon us."^^ At this point the 
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The frontispiece of Swift’s WORKS, pub- 
lished in 1735, features an engraving of the 
Drapier. 


English knew they were beaten, and 
the Irish knew it, too. Unwilling to 
reduce the pressure, however. Swift 
published a flurry of satiric verses. 
One, ''Wood, an Insect," compares 
Wood to "three little vermin"— an 
insect, a louse of the wood and a 
wood worm: 

Such a Worm was Will. Wood 
when he scratch't at the Door 

Of a governing Statesman, or favorite 
Whore: 

The Death of our Nation it seem'd to 
foretell, 

And the sound of his Brass we took 
for our knell. 

But now since this Drapier hath 
heartily maul'd him, 

I think the best Thing we can do is 
to scald him, 

For which Operation there's nothing

On August 19, 1725, as a result of 
consultations between the British 
Parliament and Lord-Lieutenant 
Carteret, William Wood surrendered 
his patent. In return for this loss, he 
was given a pension of £3,000 per year 
for the remaining 12 years of the pa- 
tent. The fate of Wood's uncirculated 
coins was described by George A. Piper 
in a 1934 article in The Numismatist: 

What to do with them presented a 
problem. Finally a solution was 
found. They could be placed beyond a 
stretch of ocean to de^en any further 
cries of protest that might arise. The 
coins were readily accepted in the 
American colonies, where as exiles 
from the Old World they flourished 
in the new. As it was said of the 
prophets of old, they were not 
without honor save in their own 
country.^^ 

The honor was all reserved for 
Jonathan Swift. He was described as 
"in great Repute: the Darling of the 
populace: His Image and Superscription 
on a great many Sign-Posts in the City 
[Dublin] and other great towns . . 

Even several years later, his return to 
Ireland after a visit to England was 
welcomed with bonfires and the ring- 
ing of church bells. This reverence that 
he inspired transcended the conflict 
with William Wood, for Wood's coins 
had become a symbol of Irish servitude 
to England, and Swift's victory pro- 
duced a momentary sense of freedom — 
the exhilaration that comes from feel- 
ing in control of one's own fate. The 
battle against Wood's coinage drew 
together, though temporarily, the 
disparate Irish populace against a com- 
mon enemy. In their gratitude, they 
called Swift "The Hibernian Patriot." 

In the case of William Wood, one 
may imagine him wondering what he 
had done to deserve his fate. He cer- 
tainly had not committed any partic- 
ularly original sins. There was prece- 
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dent for issuing patents to private 
citizens, and the bribe he paid to ob- 
tain the patent was a perfectly ordi- 
nary occurrence at the time. The fact 
that this bribe was paid to the king's 
mistress, or that the king had a 
mistress, also was not in the least 
exceptional. 

Wood's coinage has been highly 
praised by Philip Nelson, author of 
The Coinage of William Wood, which 
still is considered the standard numis- 
matic reference. According to Nelson, 
the coins show "great beauty of design 
and execution, though the weights of 
individual specimens show con- 
siderable differences . . . they were in- 
finitely superior to any copper currency 
that had made its appearance up to 
that time . . 

The question of the coins' weight is 
difficult to answer. Nelson cited the 
assay conducted by the Irish parlia- 
ment, and concluded that "the weight 
of the coins was cut down"^® because 
the expenses of making them (in- 
cluding the £10,000 bribe) meant that 
". . . had Wood carried out the pro- 
visions of the patent strictly, his prof- 
its would, in the course of 14 years, 
have amounted to the miserable sum 
of £9,580, a profit scarcely commen- 
surate with the labour involved. 

Very different figures, of course, came 
from the British assay, but unfortu- 
nately neither assay can be con- 
sidered objective. 

However, Nelson admired Wood's 
numismatic achievements: he general- 
ly defended Wood and was highly hos- 


tile to Swift, describing him as "plac- 
ing all regard for the truth on one side, 
and aiming solely at the aggrandise- 
ment of himself, and if fortunate at 
the overthrow of his old enemy, Wal- 
pole . . The fact that Nelson con- 
ceded that Wood cheated on the 
weight of the coins is significant. If 
the reader accepts Nelson's calculation 
of Wood's profits, he can decide for 
himself whether a profit of £9,580 over 
14 years would have been a "miser- 
able sum." 

Wood's defeat in this affair, however, 
was not really a result of greed or cor- 
ruption or fraud. He was misfortunate 
to encounter an enemy whom he could 
not have anticipated and whom he 
could not defeat. Jonathan Swift at the 
height of his powers could command 
the language with incomparable skill; 
and the rapid printing and circulation 
of controversial pamphlets and broad- 
sides made it possible to quickly 
arouse a volatile public opinion. 

Even more important were Swift's 
motivations, his first concern being 
the coins themselves and the nature of 
their issuance. The selling of the 
patent under circumstances of corrup- 
tion and secrecy offended him as well 
as the Irish populace. His fear that the 
nation would be flooded by a worthless 
currency was real and was supported 
by past experience. Did the Drapier ex- 
a^erate the danger? Most likely. Were 
his attacks on William Wood unfair? 

To some extent. Was his language im- 
moderate, his evidence selective, his 
logic not always sound? Undoubtedly.

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But these tactics were the tools of the 
18 th-century propagandist; Swift simply 
used them with more skill than any- 
one else. 

Of all his motives, the personal ones 
were perhaps most compelling. The 
former Tory pamphleteer — exiled to 
Dublin, far from the seat of power and 
influence in London— must have ached 
to be a force in the political world 
once again. Considering his youthful 
ambitions, Swift had ample reasons to 
be disappointed and bitter. His critics 
have labeled him opportunistic, accusing 
him of seeking to spite old enemies 
and make himself a hero. Without 
doubting Swift's alarm at the dangers 
of a devalued currency or his outrage 
at the subjugation and misery of the 
Irish people, one must also admit that 
he did seize an opportunity; he did be- 
come a hero; and it is very likely that 
he was deeply satisfied at battling the 
government of England and winning.

According to Q. David Bowers in his 
'"Moxie for Me" article appearing in the 
May 1984 issue of Old Bottle Magazine, 
"Sometime early in the present century, 
the Moxie Bottle Wagon made its appear- 
ance." Lest you infer from this that the 
Moxie Bottle Wagon was not introduced 
until the 1900s, let me point out that 
there exists a well-publicized, much-re- 
produced photograph taken in 1886 of 
perhaps the first such rig used to advertise 
Moxie — then also known as Moxie Nerve 
Food or Beverage Moxie Nerve Food. 

Folks — especially children — who had 
never seen a Moxie Bottle Wagon knew 
what to look for, because in their hands 
or pockets they had aluminum tokens 
GOOD FOR ONE DRINK OF MOXIE AT THE 
MOXIE BOTTLE WAGON, ^ven to them by 
some salesman promoting Moxie at a 
nearby country fair. On the obverse of 
this token were the words THIS IS THE 
MOXIE BOTTLE WAGON, together with 


the clearly-incised image of a Moxie 
Bottle Wagon, showing a man inside 
dispensing Moxie Nerve Food for 5C 
a glass. 

These tokens were so elegant and shin- 
ing that girls and young ladies had holes 
punched in the rim and wore them as 
novelty pendants. Boys and men kept 
them for good-luck pocket pieces. Others 
were stashed away in bureau drawers as 
souvenirs of summer fun. For whatever 
reason, quite a few of these sturdy tokens 
didn't find their way to a Moxie Bottle 
Wagon and are now happily being dis- 
covered by collectors of Moxiana. 

One such collector sent me a rubbing 
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of his find, telling me that it was the only 
one in existence and that he'd let me have 
it for $500. Another collector, who had 
found another of these tokens, heard 
about the $500 price asked for the first and 
offered his for only $600 — firm! A third 
collector managed to acquire two of the 
tokens, trading one to me for three mod- 
em Moxie caps, which I had purchased for 
$2.50 each. 

Moxie Bottle Wagons also traveled from 
town to town, advertising their product. 
In the August 1969 issue of Yankee 
magazine, Edna Hills Humphrey's "The 
Moxie Man" tells how her father, Charles 
E. HUls, a vacationing Dartmouth medical 
student, spent the spring of 1899 driving 
a Moxie Bottle Wagon around New Eng- 
land. In my possession are photographs of 
two different Moxie Bottle Wagons. No 
evidence has come to my attention to 
substantiate the report that these wagons 
were ever made in any quantity. 

Before the day of the Moxie Bottle 
Wagon passed, another eye-catching 
Moxie advertising vehicle made an appear- 
ance — the Moxie Ponycycle, consisting of 



Originating as a nostrum around 1876, Bever- 
age Moxie Nerve Food had become a popular 
soft drink by the turn of the century (even 
though it had a strong, somewhat bitter, 
medicinal taste) and competed strongly with 
other thirst quenchers.

a motorcycle with a ''dummy" pony 
mounted on the frame of a side car. A 
uniformed driver piloted the rig, and 
actresses dressed as cowgirls often rode 
along. 

On November 21, 1916, Frank Morton 
Archer, on behalf of the Moxie Company, 
applied for a patent for "an ornamental 
design for an automobile." The first such 
contraption employed a dummy horse 
mounted on an automobile chassis, with 
the driver operating the "ornamented" 
auto from the saddle atop the horse. 

According to an article based on an in- 
terview with Frank Archer and printed in 
a 1923 issue of a still-existing national 
magazine, the horse used for this first

Horsemobile was made of wood — not 
aluminum, as was stated in a 1982 collect- 
ibles magazine. My many years of Moxie 
research, involving acquaintances with 
Horsemobile drivers, Moxie Company ex- 
ecutives and even the builder of a 1917 
Dort Horsemobile, substantiate that all 
early Horsemobiles employed harness 
and saddle makers' dummy horses con- 
structed of either wood, papier-mache or 
reinforced plaster. When the company 
began using 1929 model automobile 
chassis for its Horsemobiles, it commis- 
sioned production of a mold (at a cost of 
$5,000) from which to cast horses in 
aluminum. 


Since before World War I — when I first 
saw a Moxie Horsemobile — until the pres- 
ent, I can account for only twelve Horse- 
mobiles, which used the chassis of seven 
makes of automobiles. I would be very 
grateful to hear from anyone who can ac- 
count for more; the most I have ever seen 
together in one photograph is six. 

The sole remaining Moxie Horsemobile, 
employing a 1929 LaSalle chassis, was 
restored for a reported $30,000 during the 
late 1970s by the Monarch Company, a 
soda-pop subsidiary of Moxie Industries, 
formerly of Atlanta, Georgia. Now the 
property of the Cocheco Bottling Com- 
pany of Rochester, New Hampshire, it has 
been loaned to Clark's Trading Post in 
North Woodstock, New Hampshire, where 
it will be on exhibit during a "Moxie 
Festival" to be held there on July 14, 1985.

UNITED KINGDOM 


1986 Commonwealth Games 
Produce Numismatic First 

Britain's Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Nigel Lawson recently announced that 
the Royal Mint will strike a £2 piece to 
commemorate the 1986 Commonwealth 
Games to be held in Edinborough. The 
coin will be struck in both precious and 
base metals, marking the first occasion 
that a £2 coin will appear in any metal but 
gold. It will also be the first time that a 
British coin commemorates a sporting 
event, although Australia, Canada and 
New Zealand have issued coins noting 
previous Commonwealth Games. 

Commenting on the announcement, 
Michael Mansley, the mint's assistant 
director of marketing for North America, 
indicated that the coin would be of the 
same specifications as the £2 coin issued 
as part of the 1984 U.K. gold collection, 
with a diameter of 28.4mm and a weight 
of 16g. Although final designs for the coin 
have not been approved, the silver and 
base-metal versions will bear an edge 
inscription. 


Covers Issued for Wales and Guernsey 

The 1985 Welsh pound coin is com- 
memorated by a special philatelic-numis- 
matic cover, two versions of which are 
available: one bearing the £1 olive -green 
and yellow stamp (Scott #773) and a sec- 
ond featuring the recently-issued Wales 
and Monmouth 17p definitive. Both ver- 
sions bear a hand stamp depicting Britan- 
nia striking a coin, along with the date 
APRIL 22, 1985, set within a circular date 
stamp that reads ROYAL MINT, LLANTRI- 
SANT, PONTYCLUN, MIlXiLAM, together 
with FIRST DAY OF ISSUE WELSH £1 COIN. 

The £1 cover bears the illustration of 
the Welsh leek that is depicted on the £ 1 
coin, while the 17p features the daffodil, 
the Welsh national flower; issue limits are 
10,000 and 15,000, respectively. Covers 
with the £1 stamp sell for US$6.95 each; 
those carrying the 17p stamp are priced 
at $5.75. 



A cover also has been released for the 
Channel Island of Guernsey, which is 
celebrating the 40th anniversary of its 
liberation from Nazi forces. Issued on 
May 22, it carries the Guernsey £2 Uncir- 
culated liberation crown together with 
the new 22p "peace" stamp, and sells for 
$7.95. Orders and inquiries should be 
directed to the British Royal Mint. 

SWEDEN 

Youth Year Celebrated 

To commemorate 1985 as "Interna- 
tional Youth Year," the Swedish Mint has 
issued a 100-krona legal-tender coin 
designed by Bo Thoren. The obverse de- 
picts three stylized youths facing right, 
encircled by the legend vArldsunG- 
DOMSARET DELAKTIGHET UTVECKLING 
FRED and the date 1985, while the reverse 
shows the three crowns of Sweden and 
SVERIGE 100 KRONOR. 

The 32mm piece, which contains 16g 
of sterling silver and is limited to a mint- 
age of 120,000, is available from the Swed- 
ish Mint. 
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SINGAPORE 


Silver Proof Heralds **Year of the Ox” 

Singapore has released the fifth silver 
Proof coin in its series commemorating 
the Chinese lunar calendar. Containing 
ai.lg of .500 silver, the 40.7mm piece 
depicts the ox — symbol of success and 
good fortune — encircled by the 12 animals 
of the Chinese almanac and the denomi- 
nation, 10 DOLLARS. The cameo Proof is 
housed in a presentation box and accom- 
panied by a numbered certificate of 
authenticity. Mintage is limited to 20,000. 

Selling for US$24 (including surface 
postage and insurance), the 1985 ''Year of 
the Ox" Proof can be ordered from the 
Board of Commissioners of Currency, 79 
Robinson Rd., #01-01, Singapore 0106, 
Republic of Singapore. 



ANDORRA 

Proofs Honor Wildlife 

The miniscule mountain nation of An- 
dorra, nestled between France and Spain, 
has released a three-coin Proof set of 
20-diner pieces, the latest in its "Protec- 
tion of Nature" series. Struck by the La 
Zecca Mint in Rome, all pieces carry a 
common reverse showing the Andorran 
coat-of-arms, measure 35mm in diameter 
and contain 16g of .835 fine silver. The 
obverses of the 1984-dated coins feature 
a mother bear and cub, a flying squirrel 
and a goat. Mintage is limited to 10,000. 

Andorra also has issued a 20-diner coin 
commemorating the 1984 Los Angeles 
Olympic games. Produced by Stephano 
Johnson in Milan, the 36mm Proof piece 
is struck in .900 fine silver and limited

MADEIRA 

Independence Marked by Proofs 

The political and administrative auton- 
omy of the Autonomous Region of Ma- 
deira, acknowledged by the Constitution 
of the Portuguese Republic in 1976, is 
commemorated on two .925 fine silver 
Proof coins issued by the regional govern- 
ment of Madeira in collaboration with the 
Lisbon State Mint. 

Dated 1981 and carrying a face value of 
100 escudos and 25 escudos, the coins 
share a common design that features on 
the obverse the denomination, coats-of- 
arms of Portugal and Madeira, and the en- 
circling inscriptions * REPUBLICA POR- 
TUGUESA * and R.A.M. (Autonomous 
Region of Madeira). A facing portrait of 
Knight loao Conclaves Zarco, who dis- 
covered the uninhabited Island of Madeira 
approximately 565 years ago, graces the 
reverse of both coins, along with the date 
and the inscriptions REGIAO AUTONOMA 
DA MADEIRA and ZARCO. 

The 100-escudo issue measures 34mm 
in diameter and weighs 16.5g, while the 
25-escudo piece measures 28.5mm and 
weighs 1 Ig. Available only as a set, the 
coins are encapsulated and housed in an 
attractive display case and sell for US$40. 
Additional information concerning Ma- 


deira's commemorative issues can be ob- 
tained from Imprensa Nacional — Casa de 
Moeda, official distributor of the coins. 

JAPAN 

Tsukuba Expo Highlighted 
In March the Japanese Mint released a 
new 500-yen coin to commemorate the 
1985 Tsukuba Expo, scheduled March 17 
through September 17. The new copper- 
nickel coin is somewhat larger than the 
previous 500-yen issue, measuring SOmm 
in diameter and weighing 13g. 

The obverse design depicts a plum 
blossom, symbol of the Ibaraki prefecture 
where the Expo is being held, at the foot 
of a stylized Mount Tsukuba. Japanese 
characters denoting JAPAN and 500 YEN 
appear above and below the central design. 

The reverse features the 1985 Interna- 
tional Science and Technology Exposition 
logo, denomination, and English inscrip- 
tions TSUKUBA and EXPO '85.

Victory Remembered 
The famed "V" for victory hand-sign, 
popularized during World War H, has been 
adopted in the design of a free-standing 
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medal, created by Marika Somogyi, that 
honors the Allied defeat of Axis forces in 
1945. Measuring 3 x SVi inches, the tri- 
angular piece depicts a jubilant soldier 
between the arms of the letter “W,” cra- 
dling a rifle in his lap and waving a cap. 
In the background appear a pagoda, the 
Arch of Titus and the Reichstag, symbolic 
of the defeated Axis powers — Japan, Italy 
and Germanv 

The piece, which sells for $75 postpaid, 
is cast in sohd bronze, hand finished and 
antiqued, and personally signed and num- 
bered by the artist in a limited edition 
of 250.

Convention Fever 


As president of the American Numis- 
matic Association I hope that you are 
getting a case of '^convention fever" for 
the forthcoming 94th Anniversary Con- 
vention in Baltimore. I haven't read any 
statistics, but I imagine if one were to 
scribe a circle 500 miles in diameter 
around Baltimore, it would cover about 
half the population of the United States. 
Stated another way, if you are a mem- 
ber of the ANA and live up to a few 
hundred miles from Baltimore, there 
isn't a reason in the world why you 
shouldn't come to spend a day — or two 
or three — and take in the whole show! 
If you live even farther away, then 
come by train, car or plane — but plan 
to attend. 

I experienced my first convention in 
1955, and 1 have been attending them 
ever since. No two were alike; all have 
been different and interesting. The 
event awaiting you and me in Baltimore 
will be vastly different from the one I 
first attended 30 years ago. That show 
was held at the Fontenelle Hotel in 
Omaha, and several records were set. 
First, attendance broke the 500 mark — a 
new high. Second, the market was ris- 
ing, and the auction, which was con- 
ducted by Aubrey and Adeline Bebee, 
saw numerous record prices set, in- 
cluding $610 that I paid for a glittering 
Proof 1867 nickel "with rays," an 
unheard-of valuation at the time. It is 
simply amazing to contemplate a recent 
issue of the Coin Dealer Newsletter 
that suggests any Proof Shield nickel 
(even a plentiful date such as one from 
the early 1880s) has a "bid" price of 
$2,250! Never mind the 1867 with rays. 
What it is worth is anyone's guess, but 
probably a price in the range of $10,000- 
$20,000 would not be far off the mark. 

Even more remarkable was a conver- 
sation I had with Aubrey Bebee, who 
mentioned that a prooflike Uncirculated 
1796 quarter dollar sold at the "high" 


price of $200. He bought one at that 
price, he said, because he needed it — 
the explanation was almost apologetic. 
Presently, the same coin is worth 
almost $50,000, I am sure — if he still 
has it. However, as a dealer, Aubrey 
probably added a nominal mark-up and 
passed it along to a client. 

Conventions have changed dramati- 
cally since 1955, not only the ANA con- 
vention but others as well. Back in the 
1950s there were relatively few shows. 
In the same year, 1955, the Metropoli- 
tan New York Convention made its 
debut under the auspices of Ray Gallo, 
Oscar Schilke, Julius Turoff and many 
other prominent collectors of the greater 
New York area, who banded together to 
create a yearly show that could be their 
own. Recently, while researching a 
biography about Abe Kosoff, I was re- 
minded that the 1955 Metropolitan 
New York Convention marked the first 
time that my path crossed Abe's. 

The year 1955 also witnessed the first 
"PNG Day" at an ANA show, except 
then it was limited to dealers. The in- 
tention was for dealers to get together 
with each other so that they could 
transact business undistracted by the 
pressures of the upcoming convention. 

The popularity of certain conventions 
waxes and wanes. Perhaps this is the 
natural progression of events as new 
people become involved and different 
areas receive emphasis. The Metropoli- 
tan New York Convention is no longer 
one of the top two or three shows in the 
nation, as it quickly became after its in- 
ception in 1955. Rather, there are 
enough other events in New York City 
now that it is "just another coin 
show" — which, perhaps, is unfortunate, 
for certainly the convention has lots of 
tradition behind it. But, clearly the 
Greater New York Numismatic Conven- 
tion, the Grand Central Convention 
and other New York City shows have

merit. It is just that back in 1955 these 
other shows didn't exist. 

The same is true of the Numismatic 
Association of Southern California 
show in Los Angeles. For years, the 
show was one of the bi^ies. Now, the 
Long Beach show, which is privately 
conducted, has eclipsed it, at least in 
the eyes of many dealers. In addition, 
there are numerous other Southern Cal- 
ifornia shows. However, NASC officials 
recognize that the importance of their 
show has drifted downward in recent 
years, and from all I hear a grand cam- 
paign is in progress to restore its 
former glory. 

There are more coin conventions 
now in a given weekend than during the 
entire year of 1955! Perhaps this is 
somewhat of an exaggeration, but not 
by very much. As I see it, this situation 
has its pluses and minuses. On the plus 
side of the ledger is the fact that if your 
home is in Sarasota, Florida, or if you 
hail from Searchlight, Nevada, some- 
time within the next few months a nice 
coin show will be held within driving 
distance. No longer do you have to hop 
on a plane and fly to Detroit, Los 
Angeles, New York, Chicago or some 
other large city. On the minus side is 
the fact that so many shows are con- 
ducted that no dealer can possibly at- 
tend them all, so those actively involved 
in the trade have to pick and choose. 
Likewise, with the great proliferation of 
shows, any given event is apt to offer 
less in the way of educational exhibits, 
important rarities on display or offered 
for sale, and the like. It is simply a case 
of dilution. 

Are there too many coin shows, or 
not enough? I have heard these ques- 
tions debated back and forth. The inex- 
orable laws of supply and demand will 
never be repealed, and the number of 
shows will ^ways equal the amount of 
interest shown in them. If there are too 
many, dealers will not buy bourse 
tables or financially support the shows, 
and the shows will diminish in impor- 
tance or disappear, unless they are con- 
ducted by clubs or groups and managed 
on a basis in which dealer participation 
is not important. If there are not enough 


shows or if shows become "too success- 
ful," then more shows will appear as en- 
trepreneurs seize opportunities. 

Like cats, coin conventions come in 
many different colors and stripes. The 
popular Florida United Numismatists 
Convention, held each year in the Sun- 
shine State, is a frantic several days of 
buying and selling — a huge dealer bourse 
comprising hundreds of tables, with 
commercial activity that last year out- 
ranked the ANA convention in Detroit, 
at least in the eyes of this observer. (I 
hasten to add, however, that the ANA 
convention offers many educational fea- 
tures, specialized group meetings and 
the like that no other show had or has.) 
Likewise, the well-attended Long Beach 
convention in California, which always 
sees a lot of dealer-to-dealer trading, is 
usually a scene of great activity. 

Contrast that with the New England 
Numismatic Association Convention 
held last year in Rockland, Maine. 
There was a bourse, to be sure, but few 
of the "big names" in the hobby were 
represented. Rather, the dealers present 
were primarily from New England, and 
conducted business on a smaller scale. 
I found this refreshing and beneficial, 
^or there was ample time to "talk shop" 
with dealer friends, make new acquain- 
tances and get involved in lots of things 
that did not pertain to profits. For ex- 
ample, Steve Tanenbaum, a token and 
medal dealer, was there, and as the 
pressure of business was light, we were 
i uninterrupted during an hour-long dis- 
cussion about counterstamps and other 
interests. There were many collectors 
in evidence but very few investors. 

Come to think of it, investors are not 
often seen at conventions anyway. This 
may seem peculiar, but the way I figure 
it, many investors buy from a single 
company with which they have estab- 
lished a relationship. The typical in- 
vestor may be apprehensive or uncer- 
tain — especially if he oi she has not 
studied numismatics — and is apt to be 
confused by 200 dealers offering mer- 
chandise at different prices and with 
different professed standards of grading 
accuracy. It is far more pleasing for such 
individuals to order from one company. 
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My own personal opinion is that 
everyone — collectors and investors 
alike — should ''shop around" to test the 
waters, to sample quality and price, and 
to learn about coins. But, this probably 
will never happen, and as a result a good 
portion of the investor community will 
not partake of the pleasures that coin 
conventions offer, nor will they attend 


auction sales (for they are uncertain as 
to what to bid) or enjoy transactions 
with many of the fine numismatists 
that the profession offers. 

Omaha 1955, Chicago 1956, Philadel- 
phia 1957, Los Angeles 1958, and on 
and on . . . the list of my convention ex- 
periences is a long one. Now we come 
to Baltimore 1985.

Take One More Step After You Make a Gift 


If you are planning to make a gift of ap- 
preciated numismatic holdings, here's 
an important extra step that will be 
worth the time and effort. 

Make sure to give the recipient of the 
gift (the donee) some type of documen- 
tation of your original cost. For exam- 
ple, if your gift consists of coins, give 
the donee a copy of the original pur- 
chase receipt proving your cost. Addi- 
tionally, give him or her a copy of any 
gift tax return, especially if a gift tax 
is paid. 

The donee's basis in the gift property 
is the same as your cost increased by 
any gift tax that you pay on the appreci- 
ated portion of the gift. However, the 
donee's basis carmot exceed the fair 
market value of the property at the time 
of the gift. 

For instance, suppose you give coins 
to your daughter in 1985 and pay a 
$3,(XX) gift tax. The coins cost $50,000 
in 1970, but the fair market value as of 
the date of the gift is $150,000. Your 
daughter's basis in the coins will be 
computed as follows: 

Your cost $50,000 

Plus gift tax on appreciation 2,000 
($100,000 appreciation divided by 
$150,000 value times $3,000 gift tax) 

Donee's basis in the coins $52,000 


The donee must be able to prove basis 
and the date of the gift. Thus, by provid- 
ing proof of your basis in the gift: prop- 
erty, you'll help avoid a very common 
headache when the coins are eventually 
sold. Without sufficient documentation 
the IRS is likely to assert that the basis 
of the coins received as a gift is "zero." 
Unfortunately, in such a situation the 
entire proceeds of a subsequent sale will 
be subject to taxation. 


Tax Queries 

Q. So far, in 1985 I have made a sub- 
stantial profit from the sale of various 
numismatic investments. I think I will 
be eligible for income averaging, but in 
order to fill out the proper tax form, I 
will need information from several back 
returns. Unfortunately, I seem to have 
misplaced my old tax returns. How can 
I go about obtaining copies? 


A. Call the IRS and ask for Form 
4506, "Request for Copy of Tax Form." 
When you file this form and request 
back copies, the IRS charges $5 per 
return; processing time is approximately 
six to seven weeks.

■ This vignette refers to "'The Works 
of Victor David Brenner'' [The Numis- 
matist, luly 1983, p. 1382)— specifically 
to the bacl^ound comments regarding 
the reverse of item #76. There are a few 
factual errors that are called to atten- 
tion here, although the descriptions of 
plaques #75 and #76 themselves stand. 

In digging out the pertinent facts on 
which this allegorical design is based, 
a fairy-tale story came to light. By 1881, 
six years after marrying Kate Nichols 
(as an author, Katrina), Spencer Trask 
purchased a Revolutionary War-era 
500-acre estate in Saratoga Springs. 
While their house was being built, the 
Trasks lived in The Shadow, an inn on 
the grounds, with their second child 
Christina (their first child drowned 
previously), who mispronounced the 
name "Yaddo," prompting the Trasks 
to formally name the estate Yaddo. It's 
still open as a haven to artists and 
writers and, now and then, for special 
public affairs. 

What seemed like a beautiful dream 
unfolding suddenly turned to tragedy 
near the turn of the century, when 
Christina and her new brother and 
sister died of illness. The Trasks had 
lost all four of their children in 
childhood, and Spencer himself was 
killed in a train accident in December 
1909. 

The beautiful and talented Katrina 
became an invalid as a result of her 
adversity. A few months before her 
death in January 1922, she married 
George Foster Peabody — after whom 
the television and radio awards are 
named — a long-time friend and an im- 
portant business associate of Spencer. 

Except for the sorrowful ending, the 
adult lives of Spencer and Katrina Trask 
were like something out of a story book, 


symbolized by the beautiful design 
created by Victor Brenner that appears 
on the reverse of their portrait plaques. 
Another exception — they were true. 

■ "Numismatic Vignettes" passed a 
milestone, having first appeared in July 
1960 — a quarter of a century ago. So far 
as the author knows, it is the oldest 
continuously-published numismatic col- 
umn extant. 

■ The research librarian of the Sara- 
toga Springs (NY) Public Library, to 
whom 1 am a nonentity, went beyond 
the call of duty to supply information 
about a local institution. Thanks, and 
vive la feanl 

■ With what do you associate each of 
the following slogans? A) Things go 
better with Coke; B) Hasn't scratched 
yet; C) A diamond is forever; and D) . . . 
It must be . . . antique . . . unique . . . 
beautiful. 

The answers: A) Coca-Cola, at age 99, 
said to be one of the most successful 
products in world history; B) Bon Ami 
cleansing polisher since 1886, by coin- 
cidence the same age as Coke; C) The 
diamond industry (DeBeers Consoli- 
dated Mines); and D) the letterhead of 
one of the finest art and antique dealers 
between the Mississippi and California, 
located only a few blocks from ANA 
headquarters. 

Interesting — but not numismatic. But 
tell me, do you know the slogan of The 
Numismatist or the ANA? Neither do 
I, who was its editor for 1 1 months (not 
a year).

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1895 Proof Dollar Die Study 



Authentication of circulated or heavily- 
impaired 1895 Proof dollars can be a diffi- 
cult task, particularly since this type of 
coin usually does not show diagnostic die 
polish lines. In addition, circulation 
marks and other damage around the mint- 
mark area can hide possible alterations. 
However, one diagnostic remains visible, 
even on specimens graded as low as 
Good — date position. 

At the end of the 19th century, dates 
still were hand-punched into the dies by 
Mint employees. Consequently, individ- 
ual dies can be differentiated by minute 



Obverse Die 1: Numeral 1 in date to left of 
center over denticle. Left base of 1 over right 
half of denticle, right base of 1 over left edge 
of denticle. Lower part of serif of 1 shows 
repunching. Ball of 5 over right half of denti- 
cle. Date slants up slightly to the rigfat. 



Obverse Die 2: Numeral 1 in date centered 
over denticle. Left base of 1 over right edge of 
denticle, right base of 1 over left edge of den- 
ticle. Ball of 5 over right edge of denticle. Upper 
part of 5 shows repunching. The 9 on all speci- 
mens observed displays a filled lower loop. 
Date slants up to the right. 


differences in location of the numerals 
over the denticles. In his book Walter 
Breen's Encyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial 
Proof Coins, 1711-1 977, Walter Breen hsts 
two date positions for the 1895 Proof dol- 
lar. Considering the low mintage for that 
year (880 pieces), one would assume that 
no more than two dies would have been 
used. Hoping to confirm this, ANACS 
spent a few hours studying photomicro- 
graphs of 1895 Proof dollars. 

However, we recorded not two but four 
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Obverse Die 3: Numeral 1 in date to right of 
center over denticle. Left base of 1 over right 
edge of denticle, right base of 1 over left half 
of denticle. Ball of 5 above space between 
denticles. Date slants up to the right. 


Obverse Die 4: Numeral 1 in date well to right 
of center over denticle. Left base of 1 over left 
edge of denticle, right base of 1 over center of 
denticle. Ball of 5 above space between den- 
ticles. Date is level. 


obverse dies. Each was significantly differ- 
ent from the others, assuring that camera 
angles or unusual lighting were not re- 
sponsible for the variations of date posi- 
tions. Having established photographic 
evidence that four obverse dies were used, 
the next step was to confirm each die 
through physical examination of a num- 
ber of 1895 Proof dollars. 

While attending the Florida United 
Numismatists and Long Beach shows, an 
ANACS authenticator inspected every 
genuine 1895 dollar he could locate, con- 
firming three of the four dies. A specimen 
struck from the fourth die surfaced at 
ANACS a few weeks later, thus complet- 
ing the set. The coins used to confirm the 


four dies were unquestionable Proofs, ex- 
hibiting jfuU Proof characteristics and 
unimpaired surfaces. 

The use of date position by itself is not 
a fail-safe method of authenticating 1895 
Proof dollars. Several 1895-0 and 1895-S 
varieties have date positions that are vir- 
tually identical to those illustrated here. 
Questionable 1895 Proof dollars should be 
carefully inspected for signs of metal 
disturbance in the mintmark area. Also, 
check for Proof characteristics, such as 
fully-rounded edge reeding, squared-off 
rims, and remnants of mirror surfaces in 
protected areas of the coin. Seriously - 
damaged or lower-grade pieces should be 
inspected by an expert.

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Federal Reserve Exhibits Coincide with 
ANA Convention 


Those planning to attend the American 
Numismatic Association's convention in 
Baltimore, Maryland, will have the oppor- 
tunity to view unique exhibits of coins 
and currency that will be on display 
throughout the week of August 20-24 at 
the Baltimore Federal Reserve Bank, 
located at 502 South Sharp Street, a short 
walk from the Convention Center. Pre- 
pared by the Federal Reserve Bank of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, the exhibits present more 
than 150 United States coins and tokens, 
as well as paper currency dating to the 
American Colonial period. 

Of particular interest in the coinage ex- 
hibits is an accumulation of early Ameri- 
can coins dating to 1723; an 85-specimen 


collection of minor, silver, silver-clad and 
gold United States coins,* United States 
commemorative issues of 1892-1954; and 
an array of coinage substitutes known as 
"necessity money." In addition, an in- 
formative graphic presentation will illus- 
trate the manufacture of coins. 

Highlighting the paper-money displays 
are examples of Colonial and Continen- 
tal notes, all major types of United States 
government paper money, state and na- 
tional bank notes, and two types of 
Federal Reserve currency. Emergency 
money also will be featured, including 
Civil War fractional currency, and special 
silver certificates and Federal Reserve 
notes issued during World War n.

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National Coin Week '85 Recognized Around the Country 


On April 25, 1985, Representative Frank 
Annunzio (D-Ul.), chairman of the House 
Consumer Affairs and Coinage Subcom- 
mittee, addressed his colleagues in the 
United States House of Representatives 
about ‘National Coin Week 1985, April 
21-27. He emphasized that the annual 
event '"serves to recognize the historical, 
cultural and educational significance of 
numismatics in the United States." At the 
same time, dedicated numismatists all 
across the coimtry celebrated National 
Coin Week in their own way, promoting 
the hobby through imaginative displays, 
seminars and educational talks. 

Official proclamations declaring Na- 
tional Coin Week were obtained from 
many cities and counties and the State of 
Maryland by ANA District Representa- 
tive Phil W. Greenslet. In addition, 
Greenslet wrote articles for local news- 
papers and assisted various local coin 
clubs with their NCW promotions. 

Dated buffalo nickels, NCW pins and 
issues of Coin World were distributed to 
a group of Girl Scouts at their April 23 
meeting by Nela Runkle of Amarillo, 
Texas. Nela spoke to the girls about early 
United States coins, passing around ex- 
amples for them to see and challenging 
them to find the pieces in the Red Book.

Lititz, Pennsylvania, enjoyed a display of 
coins and numismatic books set up by 
local collector Gerald L. Kochel. In addi- 
tion, Kochel presented a program on early 
paper money at the April meeting of Penn- 
sylvania's Red Rose Coin Club. 

Hundreds of students at Case Western 
Reserve University in Cleveland, Ohio, 
viewed an exhibit in the lobby of Frei- 
berger Library prepared by senior engineer- 
ing major I^vid Kucensky. Displayed 
April 22-May 9, it featured a wide assort- 
ment of numismatic references available 
at the library, and also included 15 books 
and 9 periodicals from David's personal 
collection. A listing of national coin clubs 
was displayed, and ANA literature was 
made available at the information desk. 

Proclamations declaring National Coin 
Week were obtained from several towns 
and the county of Hidalgo, Texas, by the 
Hidalgo Coin Club. In addition, club 
members placed exhibits at public librar- 
ies and a local bank, distributed NCW 
posters and buttons, and submitted pro- 
motional articles to a number of local 
newspapers. 

Through the collective efforts of Water- 
ford Senior Coin Club members, residents 
of Waterford, Michigan, were made aware 
of National Coin Week in a big way. Ex- 
hibits were set up at a number of public 
buildings across the city, and members ap- 
praised coins and offered information and 
advice. National Coin Week was officially 
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declared in Oakland County, Michigan, 
by County Executive Dan Murphy, and an 
article about NCW appeared in the April 
25 issue of The Oaldand Press. 

National Coin Week committee mem- 
ber Paul L. Miller of Sand Springs, 
Oklahoma, procured a proclamation offi- 
cially declaring NCW from Oklahoma 
Governor George Nigh. In addition, Miller 
distributed NCW promotional material to 
local libraries, banks and supermarkets; 
donated a Red Book to the Sand Springs 
pubhc library; contacted a number of area 
coin clubs about participating in NCW; 
and wrote an article pubhshed in the local 
newspaper, the Sand Springs Leader. 
Miller also recruited two new ANA 
members during National Coin Week. 

Members of the Kent Coin Club of 
Dover, Delaware, generated much interest 
with a numismatic display set up at the 
Dover Mall for NCW. Visitors were par- 
ticularly drawn to an exhibit of Delaware 
Bank Notes, while youngsters seemed to 
enjoy a nearly-complete type set of 19th- 
century U.S. coins. 

In San Antonio, Texas, a proclamation 
officially declaring National Coin Week 
was signed by Mayor Henry Cisneros and 
presented to Gateway Coin Club presi- 
dent Tom Walker by City Councilwoman 
Helen Dutmer. In addition, club mem-

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Controversial Note 

Easily the world's most socially- 
significant, satirical fantasy in the field of 
paper money is the "Bank Restriction 
Note" designed and engraved by George 
Cruikshank (1792-1878), the great 19th- 
century British illustrator. Two examples 
of this rare document were included in a 
recent donation to the ANA museum by 
f . Roy Pennell, Jr. The notes were accom- 
panied by Cruikshank' s original sketch, 
from which the bank notes were engraved, 
and an example of a forged Bank of 
England one-pound note dated 1818 — the 
root of the cause celebre that Cruikshank 
and his reform-minded publisher, William 
Hone, brought before the public. 

The issue involved Great Britain's pol- 
icy of hanging persons caught passing 
counterfeit notes, and was described by 
Cruikshank himself in 1818 in the 
Gloucester Chronicle. At the time, Bank 
of England notes were notoriously easy to 
counterfeit, yet the institution showed no

their lives in Australia) simply for unwit- 
tingly passing forged bills. 

The Cruikshank note bitterly indicted 
this practice through its gruesome image- 
ry and blunt wording, holding the Bank 
of England — and the judicial murders it 
appeared to sanction — up to public scorn. 
His satiric note showed 11 corpses sus- 
pended from a scaffold labeled BANK 
POST, with the words PROMISE TO PER- 
FORM, and the signature Ketch" (Jack 
Ketch, the proverbial hangman) represent- 
ing the Bank of England. It also featured 
a vignette of Britannia devouring a child. 


surrounded by bodies in the throes of 
death; in the background were four ships 
flying banners labeled "transportation." 
The traditional abbreviation for pounds 
sterling, a cursive capital "L," was ren- 
dered as a hangman's noose, and in place 
of a printed numerical value appeared 
small, distorted faces of the condemned. 

The Cruikshank note, along with other 
outstanding items from the Pennell dona- 
tion, will be displayed in a forthcoming 
exhibit, "Paper Money Extravaganza," 
scheduled to open this fall at ANA 
headquarters . — RWH
